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CHAPTER - 1 


Demographic Profile of West Bengal 


West Bengal is the most densely populated State in the country. 

A fundamental feature of West Bengal is the very high population density, which is nearly 3 times that 
ofthe Indian average. There has been a great concentration of population over the centuries in the alluvial 
lands ofthe Gangetic plains of West Bengal. Historical and socio-economic factors have determined the 
present very high density of population in the State. Apart from the internal migration from the neighbouring 
States such as Bihar, Orissa and Uttar Pradesh to Kolkata, Haora and other industrial areas of the State, 
partition led to an almost continuous stream of migrants into the State from across the Indo-Bangladesh 
borders. The phenomenal growth of population in some of the Northern districts such as Koch Behar and 
West Dinajpur and also in the Southern districts of Nadia and 24-Parganas in the first forty years after 
Independence gives an indication of the enormity of migration. The density of population consequently 
increased sharply in a number of areas of the State. With a population density of 904 persons per sq. km in 
2001, West Bengal is currently the most densely populated State in the country. 


Greater population pressure inevitably puts more pressure on basic infrastructure as well as on the 
provision of health and education services. The extremely high population density obviously affects per 
capita resource allocation, so whatever West Bengal has achieved has been in spite of this critical negative 
factor of having the highest population density in the entire nation. The variation across districts in this regard 

` also needs to be borne in mind when considering inter-district differences in human development indicators.

As Table 1.1 indicates, there is substantial variation across districts even with respect to density of 
population, even if we exclude those districts which are dominantly urban (Kolkata) and suburban (Haora). 
Noris there any clear pattern with respect to growth of population. 


Birth and death rates have declined more guickly in West Bengal than in India as a whole. 


Contrary to some popular perceptions, it is not very likely that recent increases in population density 
have resulted dominantly from im-migration from neighbouring countries. Out ofthe nineteen districts 
(Medinipur has recently been bifurcated) of the State, nine have international borders with Bangladesh. Two 
such districts—Jalpaiguri and Koch Bihar—show uniformly a declining rate of growth over the decades 
from 1961-71 to 1991-2001. Nadia, another border district, also experienced a sharp decline in growth 
rate from 3.3 per cent in 1971-81 to only 2.0 per cent in 1991-2001. In the cases of 24-Parganas and 
Dinajpur, the increase in growth rates from 1971-81 to 1 981-91 was followed by a sharp decline in 
1991-2001. The other two border districts Malda and Murshidabad contributed а little over 12 per cent to 
the decadal (1981-91) growth of population of West Bengal. 


All the border districts together account for 44.5 percent ofthe 13.4 million population that were added 
to 1981 census aggregate to make the State population size stands at 68 million in 1991. On consideration 
of the contribution of natural growth (that is, excess of births over deaths), which is not insi gnificant, a major 
concentration of recent migrants in the border districts does not seem to have occurred. Non-border districts 
accounted for 55.5 per cent of the total population growth of West Bengal in 1981-91. Given the moderate 
levels of vital rates, this implies that the reported increase in immigration over the decade was not confi ned to 
a few border districts, but has possibly undergone a spatial diffusion to other parts of the State. 

West Bengal has been successful in bringing down both birth rates and death rates, with one of the m st 
rapid decline in birth rate in India. As Table 1.2 indicates, the decline in the birth rate has been nearl y double 
that of the all-India average over the period 1991-2001, while the decline in the death rate has been one and 
es ич thatofthe national average. Infant mortality had also decline ata marginal ly more rapid rate than 
all of India.

Life expectancy in West Bengal is well above the national average, and the State is one of the better 
performing States in this regard, even in terms of increases over time. However, there are certain districts 
with life expectancy well below average, which require special attention, such as Мајда, Koch Behar. 
Birbhum and Murshidabad, all of which have average life expectancy of below 60 years.

Sex ratios have shown faster improvement in West Bengal than in most other States. 


The sex ratio in West Bengal has historically been worse for women than the national average, but it has 
shown greater improvement in the recent period, so that it is now just above the national average. Further, 
the sex ratio for the age group 0-6 years, which has recently shown rapid deterioration at the all-India level, 
does not indicate such a decline in West Bengal, where it was 963 in 2001 compared to 927 for all-India. 
This is higher than the sex ratio for all age-groups, which is a very positive sign. 
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Literacy and Education 


This Chapter will examine the important features ofthe State with respect to literacy and primary education. 


While higher education, including scientific education and technical training, is obviously of great significance, | 


this will not be covered in this report, although subsequent reports may take this up in more detail. The 
literacy rate is generally considered as one of the important indicators ofthe development ofa population, 
and the educational level of a population is seen as an important determinant of its quality of life. In addition, 
of course, education interacts with other human development variables in crucial ways. For example, universal 
education and special attention to the education of women are critical in improving the health practices of a 
community. Universal education is also likely to be necessary for meaningful and effective decentralisation, 
especially in the coming phase when panchayats are being given greater responsibility for a very wide range 
of activities. 

The literacy rate in West Bengal has always been higher than the all-India average, and West Bengal 
ranks sixth among the major States in this regard. But until the last decade, the improvement in literacy has 
been relatively slow in the State, especially for women. However, in the past decade, the State Government 
has been making concentrated efforts through various special schemes such as ‘total literacy campaigns’, 
‘non-formal education’, etc. apart from formal schooling for children to achieve the goal of ‘education for 
all’ as soon ав possible. As a result, according to the Census, the literacy rate in West Bengal has increased 
from 48.6 per cent in 1981 to 57.7 per cent in 1991 and to 69.2 per cent in 2001. While rural literacy is 
predictably lower than in urban areas, it has improved more rapidly in the recent past. Furthermore, as can 
be seen from Figure 7.1, while literacy among rural females is still low compared to other groups, it has 
increased most rapidly in the recent past, going up by nearly 16 percentage points in the last decade. 


Change in Literacy in West Bengal 
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Some pockets of illiteracy required special attention 


Itis encouraging that the largest improvements in literacy in the past decade have been in some of what 
were the most “backward” districts and especially among females. Table 7.1 provides evidence of the 
changing profile of literacy rates across districts, according to the Census. Increases in the female literacy 
rate have been in excess of 20 percentage points in Dakshin Dinajpur and Koch Behar, and more than 
15 percentage points in Jalpaiguri, Murshidabad, Malda, Darjeeling, Nadia and Birbhum, in the period 


between 1991and 2001. So there is substantial improvement in literacy—and especially female literacy—in 
the recent period.

Nevertheless, despite these improvements, there still remains a lot to be done in terms of improvement, 
and certain pockets of illiteracy in particular need to be addressed. According to the NSS, in 1999-2000. 
27 per cent of households in rural areas and 12 per cent of all households in urban areas did not have any 
literate adult (15 years and above). The proportion of households without any female adult literate was 
substantially higher, at 51 per cent and 31 per cent in the rural and urban areas of West Bengal respectively 
(the corresponding figures for the best State, Kerala, were 9 and 10 per cent respectively). Further, the 
literacy status of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and minority community households is significantly 
worse than for other households, especially in rural West Bengal. 
In literacy, agricultural labourers constitute the most deprived occupational group 

Even among the literate population, a sizeable proportion (around 17 per cent in 1998-99 according to 
the NFHS-2) is only literate at “below primary" level. However, there is clear evidence of progress even in 
terms of level of education of the population. By 1998-99, 48 per cent of rural males and 27 per cent of rural 
females in the age groups of 15 years and above were estimated to have completed at least primary education, 
and around one-third of these had completed secondary education or above. In the urban areas, 79 per cent 
of adult males and 62 per cent of adult females were found by the NFHS-2 to be literate at least up to 
primary level or above. 
Literacy by socio-economic categories 

While there has been overall improvement in literacy in the State, there are clearly significant differences 
across socio-economic groups, which persist and suggest that access to literacy and education is still 
differentiated and may need to be addressed with targeted interventions. Figure 7.2 describes the variations 
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separately for females above 7 years. The relatively most deprived occupation group appears to be that of 
agricultural labour households, of whom more than half of all such population, апа nearly two-thirds of the 
females, are non-literate. Households consisting of the self-employed in agriculture show the highest rates of 
literacy for men and women in rural parts of the State. Gender gaps remain substantial, and women ofr ural 
labour households (both in agriculture and non-agriculture) are the worst off. among the rural population j in

As could be expected from this, income categories аге also relevant in determining access to education. 
People from the bottom 20 per cent of households according to income are more than twice as likely to be 
illiterate as those from households in the top 20 per cent income category. At the other end of the spectrum. 
those from the top quintile income group are more than 12 times as likely to have completed education up to 
higher secondary and above, than those in the bottom quintile. About 66 per cent of rural females of age 7 
years and above are non-literate in the lowest quintile as compared to 30 per cent in the richest quintile. 
Further the percent of non-literate rural females decreases with increase in the quintile group. However, it 
should be noted that while these differences appear to be sharp, they are less so than in other parts of the 
country as a whole, and the apparent occupational discrimination in education is less in West Bengal 
(especially in rural parts ofthe State) than in India as a whole and in most other Slates. Furthermore, the 
income gaps in access to education have narrowed in the past two decades. 


In terms of social and caste categories, the lavel of literacy among persons of age 7 years and above in 
the ST households is uniformly lower as compared to all other social categories. The problem of illiteracy is 
particularly acute among rural women from ST households, with 70 per cent of them being non-literate. 
Quite obviously, females in the ST households in the rural areas of West Bengal need special attention to 
improve the education levels in the rural West Bengal. Next come SC households, where more than half of 
the women are illiterate. The gender gap seems to be approximately equal across caste category, indicating 
that gender discrimination is not more marked among any particular caste group, but is shared across all 
castes. In the rural areas, interestingly, Other Backward Castes have the highest rates of literacy, better than 
“others”, which includes not just Hindus of other castes but also other religious communities. 


The low levels of literacy among ST households indicate that the problem also has a spatial or regional 
dimension, since ST households tend to be concentrated in certain regions/districts/blocks, and poor physical 
infrastructure in such areas makes communication and the provision of basic public services including 
education much more difficult. These have also been the groups less directly affected by Total Literacy and 
other such campaigns. Districts with higher proportion of ST population, and especially those with more 
remote and inaccessible blocks also tend to have lower rates of literacy in general because of this problem. 
The problem of intervention therefore has to address the need to rectify this regional imbalance, which then 
expresses itself also as an imbalance of social category. 


However, it should be recognised that there has already been some progress towards rectifying this 
regional imbalance. It used to be observed that literacy rates in West Bengal were highest in Kolkata and 
deteriorated in concentric circles around that metropolis, with the more distant districts showing lower rates 
of literacy. The only exception was Darjeeling because of the impact of Siliguri. That was certainly true up to 
evenas late as 1991. But in the last decade, as Table 7.1 indicates, while the top and bottom ranks have 
remained broadly the same (in terms of literacy rates) there has been much greater movement in the middle 
ranks of districts. While they can still broadly be classified in terms of distance from Kolkata, the literacy gap 
has reduced across different districts, especially for women.

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From Figure it is clear that even in urban areas, the literacy situation of STs and SCs is the worst. 
However, the absolute levels are not as bad as they are for rural West Bengal. Once again, fora given social 
category. there are disparities in the education levels among males and females. The most deprived category 
female members of ST households would—require special attention to improve literacy levels. In this case, 
since remoteness, absence of physical infrastructure and communication facilities are less evident, the required 
targeted intervention may be simpler to achieve. 


There also appears to be some inequality in access to literacy and education across religious 
groups, although once again, this is not as marked as it is elsewhere in India. The important religious 
communities in the rural areas of West Bengal are Hindus (66 per cent of the population) and Muslims (32 
per cent). The level of illiteracy among Persons of age 7 years and above in the Muslim households (at 46 


access to education. 


Primary school enrolment 


Progress in literacy and education is depended upon the propensity of children to go to school and 
also to complete at least primary level of education. But this often means that lack of progress can become 
self-reinforcing, in terms of reducing the incentive among children to carry on with schooling when the 
parents are also not educated. It is well known that enrolment ratios of children in primary school tend to be 
strongly related to the educational levels among adults in the same households. This is also true of West 
Bengal, where studies indicate high correlation of both enrolment and attendance with parental literacy and 
with parents” education levels of primary and above as well as secondary and above, in both rural and 
urban areas. (Nagi Reddy, 2003) 


However, enrolment data are notoriously prone to inaccuracy for a variety of reasons. Official data 
based on school records tend to inflate enrolment, because of the pressure upon school authorities to 
indicate high levels of enrolment, because enrolment figures, especially for Class I, are typically taken as the 
relevant indicator for assessing the performance of the school authority as well as the resource requirement 
for that school. Regular attendance of students also tends to be overestimated for similar reasons. However, 
data based on sample surveys are often underestimates, for different reasons. A large number of children 
join school at pre-primary age, even in rural areas, because of the absence of local pre-primary schooling or 
creche facilities, and they all tend to be conflated into “Class I” in the data. So the “Class I” group tends 
to contain children in the age group 4 to 8 years, even if they are not actually “studying” in that class. This 
is one of the reasons why there appears to be a high dropout rate between Class | and Class П, because of the 
large number of underage children classified into Class I. 

One proxy indicator of enrolment is literacy ratios among girls and boys of school-going age, since 
non-literates in this age group would suggest that such children аге not and have not been enrolled in 
schools. It is evident from Figure 7.6 that a significant proportion of children in the age group 6-14 years 
were not effectively enrolled in schools in the rural West Bengal even in 1998-99. Data from the NSSO 
regarding school enrolment in 1995 are presented in Table 7.2. This shows that attendance rates for boys 
were generally slightly lower than the all-India average and substantially lower than the best performing 
State, which is Kerala, in both urban and rural areas. However, attendance rates for girls aged 6-10 years 
in rural West Bengal were generally better than the all-India average, although in urban areas the rate in West 
Bengal was slightly lower. For girls aged 11-13, attendance rates were higher or the same as the all-India 
average. Table 7.2 also indicates a surprising feature—higher attendance among the age group 11-13 years, 
for both boys and girls. This may be because the median age for school entry is above 7 years, and therefore 
taking the age group 6-10 years inflates the denominator.

Malini is twelve years old, the younger daughter ofa retired soldier who now lives in a village in 
Naxalbari in North Bengal. Malini is now in Class VII, but cannot attend the Army School which is 15 
kilometres away, so she walks 2 kilometres to a hi gher secondary school in a neighbouring villa ge. 
However, because this school cannot accommodate all the students together, it functions three days a week 
for girls and three days a week for boys. There are no separate facilities for girls, including a common room, 
and Malini feels that the quality of instruction does not compare with the teaching at the Army primary school 
that she studied in previously. She would like to study further, but is not sure that she will gain admission to 
higher levels. 


Shipra Singha's parents are illiterate, but she passed her Madhyamik School examination. Because her 
father, a small cultivator with 2 bighas of land, is a panchayat samiti member in the area of Darjeelin g where 
they live, she has been appointed a Sahayika in the village Sishu Shikha Kendra, even though officiall y only 
women above 35 years are eligible. Shipra believes that now there is no constraint on girls studying, but that 
their job prospects are more limited even after education. Her brother, who unlike her failed the Madh yamik 
examination, has a job as a peon earning Rs. 3,000 per month. 


In the village school in one ofthe poorer and more backward islands of the Sunderbans region of South 
24-Parganas, girls now outnumber boys in the middle and senior classes by а ratio of 2:1. The teachers 
believe this is because they are more serious and consistent as students, but other suggest that girls are 
keener to learn simply because they realise that they have access to something that was denied to their 
mothers. The examination results in this area tend to confirm that girls are performing better; in both 
Madhyamik and Higher Secondary examinations, girls’ pass percentages and overall marks have been 
higher than those for boys in recent years, 


delivery of public education systems. At one level, this also makes it easier to identify the focus areas for 
policy intervention—mainly those regions with high ST/SC/ Muslim population.

There are a number of reasons for the relatively low ratio at attendance of schools in West Bengal, 
compared to say, Kerala. The most important reason relates to the sheer physical lack of schools in the 
vicinity. Lack of basic infrastructural facilities continues to be a serious concern for the proper growth of 
primary education in West Bengal. Not only are there not enough schools, even those that exist often do not 
have buildings to speak of, notto mention other facilities and equipment. Despite the rapid increase in the 
number of schools and school teachers over the 19905, there are very severe gaps in physical availability of 
schools. The number of schools with no room is depressingly high, and amounts to nearly one-fifth of all 

‚ Schools, as can be seen from Table 7.3. When a school does not have a building, it does not only affect the 
quality ofthe learning experience; it can even affect the quantity of instruction, since such schools cannot 
function, for example, on rainy days. 

Schools with only one room amounted to nearly another one-fifth. This suggests that all the primary 
classes are therefore taught together in one room, which also cannot be considered desirable, since multi- 
grade classrooms are clearly less conducive to learning and can become major sources of distraction. While 
the average number of teachers per school is 3, this is still below the number of classes, which must cover at 
least Classes I-IV and sometimes also Class V. This means that at least two classes would be taught together 
on average. It was estimated in 1997 that more than half the schools had only one or two teachers, so that 
multi-grade simultaneous classes were the norm in this schools. This makes the teacher-student ratio, which 
otherwise seems to be reasonable at under 50 students per teacher, appear much more problematic. 

In addition, there are major inadequacies with respect to the physical condition of schools and.the 
absence of necessary fitting and fixtures, toilets and basic equipment and teaching materials such as 
blackboards. Many rural school buildings are characterised by poor natural light and often no electricity, 
with inadequate toilet facilities (especially for girl students) and mostly very insufficient furniture, which 
make them unattractive places to be in for young children. Separate urinals for girls are very rare, while 
latrine facilities do not exist in most rural schools.

Very clearly, the infrastructure has not kept pace with the increase in the student enrolment which might 
have resulted either from the various reforms introduces at the primary education level or from the effects of 
the total literacy campaigns in changing parental attitudes towards education. This is despite the significant 
increase in the number of schools and school teachers in recent years, after a period in which all such 
expansion was stayed by a decision of the Calcutta High Court. There has been some improvement in basic 
infrastructure in terms of school buildings, as Table 7.4 below indicates. However, the number of students 
per teacher appear to have increased, even according to the official data. 

The recent increase in the number of schools has still not been enough to meet the evident requirement 
and desire for education among the population. Sheer lack of physical infrastructure and facilities is therefore 
now a major bottleneck on the expansion of primary education facilities in the State. This suggests that the 
issue of finding more resources for education — especially for increasing the availability and quality of the 
physical infrastructure is likely to become a crucial one. 
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The quality of primary education continues to be a serious concern. 


Another important issue relates to dropout from school, especially in the early stages of primary 
education. It has already been suggested that the dropout rates that are typically presented may be over 
estimates, mainly because enrolment itself is over estimated at the primary stage and therefore subsequent 
data for letter classes do not capture similar numbers. This is confirmed by field studies conducted by IIM 
Kolkata, which have found that the dropout of rural children from primary school is insignificant, at less 
than 3 per cent, compared to around 27 per cent of children who were never enrolled in this age group. 
Therefore the problem of high dropout at primary level may not be as severe as generally imagined. It should 
also be noted that all surveys point to high and growing positive interest in schooling among the population, 


including among less advantaged groups in society, which tend to ensure at least some continuation of 


schooling regardless of inherent difficulties. The typical reasons for dropout that surveys have revealed 
include lack of interest in education, inability to meet the expenses, distance of the school from the home, and 
the need to attend to domestic and other household duties, including collection of fodder and water, In urban 
West Bengal, the most important reason that surveys have highlighted is the inability to meet the expenses 
associated with schooling. Dropouts rates tend to be higher in the 10-14 years age group, at around 18 per 
cent. This is not surprising, because of the shift from primary to middle school, and because of the lesser 
likelihood of middle schools in the vicinity. 


There are serious and continuing concerns about the quality of primary education, in both urban and 
tural areas. The 1992 Report of the State Education Commission made a number of comments about 
delivery of public education, which were repeated by amore recent report of 2002 by the Pratichi Trust. 
Some of the areas of concern identified in both reports include: poor infrastructure and inadequate equipment 
in schools; sporadic and irregular attendance of some teachers: lack of accountability of teachers; and 
inadequate school inspection. The District Inspectorate has such a huge task that it is impossible for it to 
Meet its responsibilities adequately, There is an average of 90 schools per Sub-inspector, in addition to 
which this Sub-inspectors are responsible fora large number of other administrative tasks, such as enforcing 
service and leave rules of teachers, This suggests that there may be a need to restructure the organisation and 
administration of schools, to make them amenable to greater local community control. 


Public expenditure on education : 


The E Government in West Bengal is directly responsible for much more ofthe overall educational 
System than in many other more "advanced" States, and therefore the public sector in West Bengal bearsa 


disproportionate burden ofthe primary education system in particular. Education expenditure grew faster 


than the State domestic product during the 1980s until the early 1990s, and slowed down thereafter. As à 


result, giurano expenditure as a proportion of SDP increased from about 3 per cent in the early 1980s to 
4.8 per cent in the early 1990s, and was around 3.5 per cent in the late 19905.

Mid-Day Meal (MDM) 


The present position of Mid-Day Meal (МОМ) is that 93% of elegible students are covered by Mid-Day 
Meal programme. A total of about 70,000 school are covered and 90 lakhs children receive Mid Day Meal 
every school day. The requirement of Mid-Day Meal has been placed at Rs.250 Crores as State's share 
and proportionate share of Rs.350 Crores from the Government of India in 2007-08. With a conscious 
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decision Ьу-Соуегптепї of India to extend Mid-Day Meal Programme up to students of Class VIII, the 
requirement of funding Mid-Day Meal Programme would be Rs. 400 Crores for the State Government and 
Rs. 592 Crores from the Government of India in 2007-08.

Supply 
of dresses girl students and free textbooks to students are likely to be extended up to the secondary level. It 
is also contemplated to provide to all male students belongings to SC/ST and economically backward 
communities free school dress. Special effort will be made to improve the enrolment of SC/ST girls at least 
up to the upper primary level. In this context, effective implementation of Kasturba gandhi Balika Vidyalaya 
(KVGB) programme of GOI will be ensured.

MAIN OBJECTIVES OF SCHOOL EDUCATION DEPARTM ENT 


The objective ofthe School Education Department is to frame policies and programmes covering school 
and vocational education and implement them with consistency, efficiency, integrity and transparency and to 
ensure provision of quality education at all levels. The norms of quality are consistent with the commonly 
accepted, monitorable parameters relating to capacities, output, competence and performance levels. 


12. The main function ofthe School Education Department is to coordinate, frame policies and set priorities 
and allocation of resources. In West Bengal there are a few statutory institutions dealing with specific 
subject matter as follows : 


a) West Bengal Board of Primary Education — dealing with all maters relating to primary education. At 
the district level, it networks with elected District Primary School Councils. 


b) West Bengal Board of Secondary Education – dealing with Secondary education. 


c) West Bengal Council for Higher Secondary Education — dealing with matters relating to Higher 
Secondary education. 


d) West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education — dealing the matters relating to Madrasah education. 
е) School Service Commission — dealing with selection and appointment of School Teachers. 


f) State Council of Education Research and Training to provide management and academic inputs to 
these bodies and perform any other function assigned. Ë 
g) Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya — dealing with open school at Upper Primary and Secondary level. 
h) Forplaning, provision of management inputs, a State Institute for Educational Management and 
Training will be set up. 
13. The School Education Department through the directorate manages, reviews overall performance, 
conduct inspections and deal with administrative matters. 
1.4. Strengthening ofthe institutional competence and service delivery capacities has been high on the agenda 
ofthe State Government. The State Government is engaged in a wide consolidation of discussionsin 
related matters.

‚ Student population up to Higher Secondary including vocational training in the State is more than 2 crores 
which is about 25% ofthe total population. Ofthis nearly 80% is at primary and upper- primary levels. 
In the ratio of student population to overall population as well as the absolute number, the State ranks 
very high, if not highest at the all-India level. In fact barring the more populous States, the student 
population is more than the overall population in other States. Currently, on an average, the State 
Government annually spends more than Rs. 5,000 crores from different sources in the School Education 
Sector. Of nearly Rs. 3,950 crores of Non-Plan Outlay, 57.5% is utilised in the Secondary and Higher 
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Secondary Sectors indicating relatively high per capita outlay for these Sectors. While nearly 80% 01 
the Plan Outlay is earmarked for the Primary and Upper Primary Sectors. The State Government 
owned, managed and sponsored Institutions account for lion's share of education service in general and 
particularly in the Primary and Upper Primary levels in the rural areas. Oflate the growth of the private 
sector in the provision of educational service particularly in the urban areas is comparable with the same | 
in the Government Sector. The private sector accounts for nearly 10% to 12% of the total educational 
service in the State including those affiliated to Central Boards. Under the Acts and Rules, the State 
Government and its statutory agencies enforce quality related parameters in the private sectors as well 
and grant academic recognition to these, as the case may be. 


1.6. One of the important features of the provisions of the education service in the State is relatively few (a 
little above 10%) schools having integrated service covering the entire gamut of primary and secondary 
level education. A good number of schools in the Upper and Primary levels (Class V to Class VIII) are 
stand alone schools catering to the student population to these classes only. 


1.7, The growth in the student population in the last two decades has exceeded overall growth of population 
and is still rising at the above avarage rate. As per projections, this increasing trend will be then at least 
up to 2015 A.D. For any effective and meaningful plan and programme in this sector, there has to be 
equal emphasis on expansion, diversification as well as consolidation to meet the rising demand for 
education. 


1.8, The 10th 5-Year Plan aimed at in the provision of the Universal Elementary Education, balance between 
various segments and levels, improvement of capacity and infrastructural facilities to meet rising needs, 
hopes and aspiration and demand for education. 


АМ OVERVIEW ОЕ SCHOOL EDUCATION 


“ In a rapidly changing and growing society, yesterday’s Educational system will not meet us, hence a 
need for change and change for tomorrow” :—

On this direction serious efforts are being made to bring all children of the age group 5-14 years under 
the purview of elementary education. The State Government has successfully implemented the twin projects 
namely District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) and Sarba Siksha Abhijan (SSA). The main 
objectives of these programme are: 


(i) to facilitate the access of all children of age group 5-14 years to elementary stage of education positively 
by 2010 and also to strengthen schooling facilities for their higher education, 


(ü) to reduce the drop-out rate to zero per cent, 
(її) to ensure the input-output ratio to be one, 
(iv) to ensure satisfactory quality of education. 


Some Steps have been taken to achieve these objectives through the under-noted programmes and 
activities. . 

There are some incentive schemes. All girl students reading, in recognized Primary and Junior Basic 
schools irrespective of their caste, creed, religion and pecuniary condition will be provided with school dress 
free of cost. The number of beneficiaries in this year is 4306701 and nearly Rs. 28.00 crore will be spent for 
the purpose. 


About 5.96 crore of Text Books consisting of 100 titles in six languages viz. Bengali, Hindi, Urdu 
Nepali, Santhali and Arabic, have been distributed free of cost among the students of Class I to V of 
recognized schools including the students of Sishu Siksha Kendra, Madhyamik Siksha Kendra and Sikshayalay 
Prokalpa through the decentralized system of administration. Nearly Rs. 37.31 crore has been utilized for 
the purpose during the academic year 2006-07. Special steps have been taken for proper and timely distribution 
of such books. For the academic session 2007-08, all titles of text books have been revised by the West 
Bengal Board of Primary Education (WBBPE). АП over the state, the 19th May has been observed as the 
Book Day and 3rd May will be observed as the Book Day for academic session 2007-08. 107 titles of 
books will be distributed to the students free of cost spending nearly Rs, 47.00 crore. Apart, from this, the 
District Primary School Councils as instructed by the WBBPE has started implementation ofthe sensitization 
programmes of all educational functionaries as well as the Primary School Teachers in respect of the basics 
ofthe renewed and modernized curricula and syllabi. 


Тһе National Programme of Nutritional support to Primary education popularly known as the ‘Mid- 
day Meal Scheme’ was launched in the State on the 15th August 1995. Supply of cooked food under the 
scheme has been introduced in the state in January 2003. Starting with the Primary Schools, this scheme has 
covered the SSKs run by the Panchayat and Rural Development Department, Municipality run schools, 
Class-V of Upper Primary and Secondary Schools. Except some areas, the whole West Bengal is under the 
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coverage of this programme. In Kolkata, the street and working children are being provided with cooked 
food through a network of NGOs in their teaching centres. The immediate spurt in attendance has stabilized 
the scheme reaching out to pull the most deprived sections of the children into the area of formal schooling, 
Cooked food is now (20.11.2006) being supplied to 91.00 lakh children of 69658 institutions 


The Programme of implementation of the Nation-wide achievement survey has been introduced with a 
view to measuring the achievement level of the students of class V in three major curricular areas namely first 
language, Mathematics and Environmental studies by the WBBPE under the initiative of the NCERT. 


The total number of Teachers’ Training institutes is 61 out of which 16 District Institute of Education and 
Training (DIETs), 22 Government Primary Teachers’ Training Institute (PTT Is), 16 Govt. Sponsored PTTIs, 
7 S aided PTTI and total intake capacity is 6551. Apart from the above noted institutions, there 
are 80 self-financed PTTIs recognized by the WBBPE and the total intake capacity is 9900 


With a view to imbibing in children basic health and hygiene habits and the fundamental relationship 
between environment, health and physical education and along with this the main ways of promotive, preventive 
and curative services, the programme of massive orientation of teachers of all primary schools in West 
Bengal, teacher-educators of PTTIs has beenundertaken by the WBBPE. Financial Assistance received 
from European Commission via Department of Health and Family Welfare, the Govt. of West Bengal has 
been allocated to the districts for carrying on the teachers’ training programme. During the year 2006-07 | 
first round training of teachers in all the districts through the DPSCs has been completed. Beside the holding 
of occasional health check-up camps in the schools, health kits have been distributed in each circle and 
Referral Health Cards have been issued by the Deptt. of H&FW. 


Basically with the objective to promote hygiene education and use and maintenance of toilets and 
drinking water facilities, the Board with the support from the UNICEF has set-up within it a Primary School 
Sanitation and Hygiene Education Cell (PSSHE). The cell members have so far visited a number of primary 
schools in the districts to impress upon the teachers and members of the community the importance of habit 
formation among students for proper use, maintenance and sustainability ofthe installed facilities 


Special stress has been given on the competence of school students in English. With the introduction of 
English as Second Language from Class I, the Board has taken special drive to orient all teachers in teachi ng 
of English successfully. In close collaboration with the British Council Division, Kolkata, the Board has 
prepared the Master Resource Persons and Key Resource Persons. Dr. P. G Mackey, the eminent expert 
from the U.K actively took part in imparting training to KRPs and in preparation ofthe training module, 
Sikshak Prasikshan Sambhar which has been published. Teacher Educators of some ofthe PTTIs have so 
far been trained by the Board in collaboration with the Institute of English, Kolkata. During the year 2006-07, 


training of teaching English at the primary level has been given due priority and a round of training of teachers 
in the districts has been completed. š 


Besides the vigorous application ofthe System of Continuous and Comprehensive Evaluation at the 
school level as per the instruction ofthe curricula and syllabi, External Evaluation as Diagnostic Achievement 
Test (DAT) as an intergal part of CCE at the end of. Class II and another at Class IV has mt conducted 
during the period under consideration. During the year External Evaluation for the students of Class II in 
Govt. reconised Primary Schools and Sishu Siksha Kendra’s (SSK) was held during Мау” 06 and nearly 
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twenty lakhs of students appeared at the Evaluation while nearly eighteen lakhs of students appeared at the 

DAT during January '06. The Board successfully conducted the evaluation throughout the state through its 

DPSCs. The basic objective of the test is to adopt suitable remedial measures for the learners found lagging 
behind and to suggest promotional measures for the districts lagging behind. 


On the way to Universalisation of Elementary Education (UEE), the twin project viz. Sarva Shiksha 
Abhijan (SSA) and District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) are being implemented by the “Paschim 
Bancra Sarva Shiksha Mission (PBSSM) in West Bengal. SSA has entered into its 7th year with wide 
coverage and commitment for both the sectors — primary and upper primary education in all districts of West 
Bengal. 


The major success so far observed was in the areas of enrolment and out of school children. The Net 
Enrolment Rate ( NER) has been increased, which is about 98.03 percent and 78.74 percent for primary 
and upper-primary sectors respectively. As a resultant effect, the out of school children has declined sharply 
to 6.15 lakh as on 31.12.2006. 


For ensuring Universal Access to all eligible learners, 1801 New School Building (NSB), 42640 
Additional Classroom (ACR) have already been constructed. In case of non-school construction 500 Circle 
Resource Centres (CLRC) have been provided with new building facility which serve as nodal centre for 
elementary education at sub-division level. To ensure health and hygiene ofthe learners, 9285 units of 
Drinking Water and 9539 units of Toilet facility have already been provided to primary and upper primary 
schools. 


In addition to ensuring access and enrolment, West Bengal SSA has also widened its activities extensively 
and intensively to address the problems of quality of learning. In order to develop a strong linkage between 
teacher and the learners for promoting activity based joyful child-centric learning, all schools have been 
covered through an intensive programme called Samanwita Sikhon Unnayane Uttaran. The deep-rooted 
problem like Pupil-Teacher-Ratio (PTR) has been addressed through the engagement of 13,181 & 28,994 
para-teachers in primary and upper primary sectors respectively on contract basis. 


The major thrust in implementing SSA is reducing the gender disparity. A significant performance 
on girl’s education has been noticed in the light of enrolment. It has been observed that 49.74 per cent and 
49.08 per cent are the girls out of the total enrolment in primary and upper primary sectors respectively. 
It is also noteworthy to mention that 28.91 per cent and 25.34 per cent girls belong to SC communities and 
7.07 per cent and 4.54 per cent girls belong to ST communities in primary and upper primary sectors 
respectively. Moreover, school based Mother Teacher Association (MTA) has been formed for mobilizing 
the parents particularly mothers for qualitative monitoring of Elementary Education in the locality. 


The special programme like National Programme of Education for Girls Programme at Elementary 
Level (NPEGEL) has been running, in 58 selected Educationally Backward Blocks (EBBS) covering 11 
districts in West Bengal to intensify the need-based delivery mechanism for promoting the Girls’ Education 
and reducing the gender gap. 1064 schools are identified as Model Cluster Resource School for NPEGEL. 
Joyful activities through sports and games are regularly arranged for those enrolled girls. 
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On the line of existing Ashram-type Government sponsored girls’ school, a new programme-Kasturba 
Gandhi Balika Vidyalaya (KGBV) has been launched іп 58 Educationally Backward Blocks (EBBS) providing 
residential facility for the girl students especially for SC and ST girls. The gaps in the enrolment of SC and ST 
girls at upper primary level are very alarming. The concerned Managing Committee will be given and entrusted 
with the responsibility for executation of KGBV at school level. At present, 27 КОВ Уз are functional 


Education for Children with Special Needs (CWSN) is one of the most critical areas for addressing the 
children with disability in the existing set up. The expertise of NGOs in this field has been utilized based on 
areawise requirement, Integrated Education for Disabled Children (IEDC) activities under School Education 
Dept. are being implemented in all districts of West Bengal in convergence with State SSA society. A common 
Plan of action has been developed for implementing IEDC scheme and IED component of SSA. In West 
Bengal about 1,65,719 children with Special needs have been assessed through Several Assessment and 
screening camps and out of this it has been managed through enroll a total of 1,17,023 number of which 
special needs in Primary and Upper Primary Schools throughout West Bengal. 


In primary level the State Govt. also provides fund for purchasing sports equipment and physical education 
activities in Primary / Junior-Basic Schools in the state. Every year from lower level to district and State level 
the annual Primary Sports Meet is held through six tiers in the state to encourage the students of primary, Jr. 
Basic Schools, SSKs in games and sports activities. 


There are 49,211 primary schools comprising of 1,58,038 existing teachers against the total sanctioned 
post 1,92,080. Among the existing teachers, 70.20 per cent teachers are trained. Recruitment procedure 
will be started for filling up of 30,000 vacancies. Names of the candidates have either already been prepared 
or is being prepared by the concerned Employment Exchange Nice to the respective DPSCs. Table I shows 
the total number of Schools, Enrolment and Teacher in Primary and Upper-primary Schools of West Bengal

] The West Bengal Board of Secondary Education deals with Secondary education (V to K) and It has 

introduced Rules and Regulations regarding conduct and discipline in respect of. secondary school teachers 

and non-teaching staff of recognized institutions under the Board. One of the major achievements of the 


Board, is the publication of 36 titles of text books on ‘Environmental Education’ in Class VI whichis 
introduced in New Syllabus. In addition to that the Board has Started publication of Text Books in Мера! 


Junior Basic | (Incl. SSK) 
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language for Hill Areas for all the classes. New Syllabi in secondary education have come into effect in 
classes VII to IX and on the basis of this new syllabus the Board has prepared “Model Questions’ for each 
subject. The Board has revised the syllabus of Hindi as First Language. 


The West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Education (WBCHSE) deals with Higher Secondary 
Education in West Bengal. The H.S. Syllabus and examination have been split up into two parts, one for 
Class XI and another for Class XII. This bifurcation of syllabus and examination system have been made in 
consistent with the All India pattern. Under this new system, the annual examination of Class XI has been 
held according to the uniform examination programme on the question papers prepared by the Council, The 
first H.S. Examination under new sillabus will be held in the year 2007. For the interest, of the student, 
subjectwise sample questions on revised syllabus have been published and distributed to the schools by the 
Council. The Council has decided to award the grade and classification thereof to the candidates on the 
basis of marks secured by them from the H.S. Examination 2007 and onwards. Environmental Education 
has been included as a compulsory subject in the H.S. Syllabus from the academic session 2005-06. Table П 
shows the total number of Schools, Enrolment and Teachers in Junior High, High and Higher Secondary 
Schools of West Bengal.

The West Bengal Central School Service Commission Ваз selected and recommended 64,496 candidates 
for the posts of Assistant Teachers and 5,901 candidates for the post of Headmaster/Headmistress etc. in 
favour of secondary and H.S. schools. The Commission has taken the written examination оп 10.12.2006 
for filling up of 17,902 vacant posts of Assistant Teachers and has initiated the process of selection of 
Headmaster/Headmistress for 915 vacant posts and the same is expected to be completed by 
30.04.2007. To meet the demand ofthe students for access of higher education, 10 Jr. High Schools have 
been upgraded to High Schools and 407 High Schools have been upgraded to Higher Secondary Schools 
during 2006-07 till the date. Necessary steps have been taken for filling up the post of Assistant Teachers in 
Secondary Schools. Till date, 1320 posts of Asstt. Teachers have been recommended in favour of H.S. 
Schools of this state through respective О.Т. of Schools (S.E.) in the year 2006. 131 posts of S.I. of Schools 
have been filled up out of 241 vacancies through direct recruitment. 35 posts of A.I. of Schools have been 
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filled up out 0f39 vacancies on promotion basis. Necessary steps have been taken on an urgent basis to fi 
: up the vacant posts of all categories. 


Besides this, necessary steps have been taken for strengthening of the School Education Directorate 
and the District Offices through re-organization and setting up of monitoring unit providing with furniture 
equipments with modern information technology etc. for the best interest of the services. 


Appropriate emphasis has been given on inspection and supervision with special emphasis on academic 
supervision in order to achieve the goal of quality education. Academic Cell has been set up at differen 
levels right from Block Level to State Level. Special Orientation Programmes have been conducted at state 
and District Level in order to cover 1500 Inspecting Officers to improve their quality in the area of administratio 
along with inspection and supervision. 1 


From 2001-02 academic year, the State's only Govt. Sports school (fully residential) under the title о 
Dr. B. R. Ambedkar Sports School has started functioning at Banipur Educational Complex in North 
24-Parganas with 30 students in Class V. At present the total no. of students of the said school is 170 in 
classes V to X and students are trained in athletics, gymnastics, archery etc. The State Government bears all 
the financial liabilitites and other responsibilities. Last year in the State and National Level Game at Open 
School Meet, the students got satisfactory result. 


1 7 and 6 schools of our state seeking affiliation to ICSE and CBSE, New Delhi, have been granted 
provisional and permanent ‘No Objection Certificate’ respectively in the year 2006 till to the date 


The Department of School Education set up the State Council of Educational Research & Trainin 
(SCERT) in order to conduct training and research in different areas of School Education. The main areas о 
interest are in (i) preparation of perspective plan on teachers’ education, (ii) SSA activities, (iii) Environment 
education, (iv) Achievement survey. To improve the quality of school education, various steps have been 
taken. For capacity building of teachers, training courses are organized. Initiatives have been taken to modernize 
the syllabus and curriculum of Upper Primary, Secondary and Higher Secondary Education. This has taken 
up projects under SSA-DPEP through which it envisages to reach as many schools as possible. SCERT is 
the state level nodal agency for the implementation of National Population Education Project (NPEP) through 
which it aims to develop different life skills in students so that they become responsible citizens

From 12th Finance Commission, the grants of Rs. 3279.89354 lakh has been received by the Department 
This fund has been allotted for infrastructural development of 40 Govt. Schools, 21 Govt. PTTIs, | State 
Sports School, 10 Govt. Sponsored PTTIs, 50 Schools completing 100 years or more, 400 Upgraded Jr. 
High Schools, 407 Upgraded H.S. Schools. A portion of this grant has been allotted for improvement of 
Library of 400 H.S. Schools and strengthening of Laboratories of 31 Govt. Schools and 25 Upgraded H.S. 
Schools with Science Stream. The process is going to allot аташа! grant in favour 0f 743 eristing High 
and H.S. Schools as repair and renovation. 


The West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education enjoys the status of other School Education Board/ 
Council Itisa statutory Body. At present nearly 3.5 lakh students are taking their lessons їп 506 Madrasahs. 
Currently after passing out of High Madrasahs (eguivalent to Secondary level) and approved by the WBBPE, 
students have to get admitted to the Higher Secondary courses (10+2). The Madrasah Board has at present 
275 recognised High Madrasahs of which 73 Madrasahs are running with (1042) Higher Secondary courses 
under WBCHSE, 129 Junior High and 102 Senior Madrasahs. The Board recognized 17 Senior Madrasahs 
(excludin Calcutta Madrasah College) out of 102 for (1042) Fazil Course of which 3 are running with Kamil 
and Mumtazul Muhaddethin (MM) courses. Currently girl students out number boys in High Madrasahs. 
Some steps have been undertaken for the development . With the implementation of various schemes under 
SSA and supply of cooked Mid-Day Meal, the enrolment has gone up but it is still not adequate. Fund has 
been sanctioned for development of libraries and laboratories. Currently 42 Madrasahs are covered under 
Vocational Education and 32 under Computer Education. Steps have been taken to provide uniforms to girl 
student in recognized Madrasahs. Games and Sports of Madrasahs will now be integrated with the Primary 
School level sports events and competitions. The Madrasahs have played a very constructive role in Polio 
Eradication programme in the state with assistance from UNICEF. Teachers Training and Orientation 
Programmes in collaboration with NCERT & МЈЕРА and Intel have been taken up. Successful students of 
High Madrasahs and Alim can now compete in National Talent Scholarship Examinations. Steps have been 
taken to construct the main administrative building of WBBME at Bidhannagar. The State Govt. has allotted 
12.02 Kathas land for this purpose. Again the State Govt. has sanctioned a grant of Rs. 50 lakhs, for 
development, management of quality issues of Madrasah education. A provision of Rs. 1.5 crore has been 
made in budget to improve quality of education services and other incentives for Madrasah education at 
different levels. A comprehensive website with state ofthe art technology has been set up containing information 
about the functions, activities and different plans & schemes of West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education 


Rabindra Мика Vidyalaya (State Open School) imparts open learning through study centers located 
mostly in Govt. Aided Primary, Upper Primary, Secondary, Higher Secondary Schools throughout the state 
with the help of self study materials and personal contact programmes among Secondary and H.S, level 
students. It has taken up Upper Primary Programme for out of school children in the age group of 9+ to 13 
in collaboration with the PBSSM. Total number of Study centres for the Upper Primary, Madhyamik and 
Uchcha Madhyamik Courses are 1020, 213 and 80 respectively. In addition to that 44 MSKs have been 
granted recognition as the study centers for Madhyamik courses exclusively for the students of the rural area 
populated by the deprived section of the people. Another important aspect is that Chemistry, Physics, 
Mathematics and Biology have been introduced in Higher Secondary stage from the session 2005-06. As 
on June 2006, the learners have been registered in Madhyamik and Uchcha Madhyamik courses are 15,699 
and 6,337 respectively and the registration of learners is going on for both the courses.

The WBBPE is the exclusive authority to review and renew the М. T. Books on regular basis as per 
curriculum frame work based on child-centric, value oriented, environmental joyful as well as national unity 
and cultural specific for fulfilling the academic mission ofthe learners. The school Education Directorate is 
looking after the printing of books and delivery ofthe same to the school level. During the academic session 
about 5.86 crore of N. T. Books consisting of 96 titles comprising in five languages viz. Bengali, Hindi, 
Urdu, Nepali and Santhali have been distributed free of cost among the students reading in classes I to V of 
recognised schools including the students of SSKs, MSKs and SSPs through the decentralised system of 
administration. Oriya medium books comprising 24 titles for classes I to IV have been collected from Orissa 
Govt. and distributed to Oriya medium schools in the State. Nearly Rs. 40.08 crore has been utilised for the 
purpose during the academic session 2006-2007. Special steps have been taken for proper and timely 
distribution of such books. For the academic session 2006-2007 eight titles of N. T. Books in the language- 
Bengali, four titles of N. T. Books in the language-Hindi and three titles of N. T. Books in Urdu have been 
either revised or renewed by the WBBPE. Six titles of Arabic medium books made by the WBBME as per 
their curriculum have been distributed free of cost among the students reading in classes I to V ofthe 
recognised Madrasahs ofthis State. 


Santhali Text Books 


West Bengal is the first State to have recognised *OlChiki' as the official script for Santhali. Text Books 
in Santhali in 'OlChiki' scripts are printed every year and distributed in Primary Schools. Text Books are 
prepared with the help of Santhali knowing experts mostly belonging to the Community. 


Such books are printed in à Press run by intellectuals ofthe Comminity. 
Another round of training of Santhali teachers in *OlChiki" has started with success. 
Santhali has been introduced as a language at the School and Higher Secondary level. 


It is time to take further steps to ensure Education in Santhali Medium in schools up to Primary and then 
to Secondary level in Santhali speaking villages and areas. This will need not only training of teachers but 
also some infrastructural arrangements. It will also be necessary to get books rendered into Santhali for 
Madhyamik Classes. A meeting of all the Chairmen of D.P.S.Cs/D.L(P E.) and Santhali knowing experts 
along with invitees from Socio-Cultural Organisations including A.S.E.C.A. will be held very soon. 


Eleven members of A.S.E.C.A. has recently discussed such matters with the Department. 


Preparations are underway to compose books in other school subjects so that in future other subjects 
could also be taught in Santhali language in High Schools. 

In the meantime, opinions from parents of Santhali speaking children are sought by the Department on 
their willingness to take up Santhali as the first language and as medium of instruction. Steps will be taken 
after such opinion is obtained. 


Santhali intellectuals are being consulted on the above subject. We are waiting for their further 
recommendations, too. 


All concerned with Education and Santhali Organisations in particulars are requested to co-operate in the 
whole process.

This is the princi 
policy-making body and by virtue of having

school education) achieves coordination between and among all of them as and when required 
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Organizational Arrangements at the Sub-district Level: 


At the sub-district level, Circle Resource Centre (CLRC) has emerged as the model implementation 
agency of DPEP intervention since inception. Under Sarva Siksha Abhiyan, another new arrangement has 
come up at the GP level. One Cluster Resource Center (CRC) is formed for every 10 to 15 schools and is 
set-up in one ofthe Primary or Upper Primary Schools situated in the GP. Each CLRC has the Sub-Inspector 
of Schools (SI/s), Primary as the Circle Project Coordinator and it has 2 Resource Teachers (Shiksha 
Bondhu) to assist the Circle Project Coordinator in Academic, Supervision and Monitoring aspects. Each 
Cluster Resource Center has one Coordinator and one Resource Teacher (Shiksha Bondhu) for coordinating 
the activities of the school within the concerned CRC. Apart from CLRC and CRC there is sub divisional 
working group which is looking after the activities of upper primary education sector. 


Organization Arrangement at the School Level : 


During the DPEP period, VECs/WECs have been formed and trained for the active involvement in the 
activities of primary education and schooling in the vicinity. VECs are almost coterminous with the areas of 
Gram Samsad and WECs coterminous with the Municipal Ward constituting Politico-Administrative 
constituencies for the village/urban areas respectively. 


Schools function almost in a stand-alone mode particularly in the absence ofa strong arrangement for 
school-community linkage unless VECs/WECs come up being fully equipped and functional.

In spite of some initiatives taken for capacity building of CPCs, sub-divisional working group members 
and district functionaries in terms of training and monitoring, a very little progress has been achieved with 
regard to orientation of these functionaries with the help of Distance Education Materials. This is highly 
required to keep this functionaries updated with the latest information and new technologies.

The MIS Cell, SPO is giving continuous support for the implementation and maintenance of DISE 
database and other database. Similar support is offered also of installation and implementation of the software 
developed by MIS Cell, SPO. 


Extract from Aide Memoire of 3rd ЛЕМ of SSA and 22nd JRM of DPEP 
Overview 


West Bengal has made remarkable progress towards universalizing the primary education and reducing 
gender disparities. This is reflected in the DPEP districts also. There has been a significant improvement of 
girls and SCs/STs/Minorities. 


An Interaction of JRM Delegates with Project Officials at Nadia 


Enrolment and Completion: 


The progress in enrolment has been achieved due to the active involvement of the community. At the 
beginning of the academic session in May every year, a drive (School Chalo Karmasuchi) is launched 
wherein out of school children are identified and efforts made to enroll them. The progress in enrolment is 
verified in September. This work is coordinated by the CLRCs. 


The success in reducing the number of Out of School Children at the Primary level is significantly 
contributed by the functioning of Sishu Shiksha Kendras (SSKs) and Upgraded SSKs that provide alternative 
schooling to approx. 2.69 lakh children in these districts. 2,995 SSKs are being supported by DPEP in these 
districts with an outlay of Rs. 26.48 crore in 2005-06. The JRM team members visited a few SSKs and 
found that the SSKs were playing an important role in bringing the hard to reach children in the schools. 
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DPEP districts have made good progress in bridging the gender and social gaps. Enrolment of gi 
this districts has increased from 49.15% to 49.46% over 2003-05 and is more than the share of girlsi 
total population enrolment of SCs & STs and of girls belonging to these social groups has also improved, 
the project seems to have achieved its key objective of increased enrolment and reduction in gender/s 
gaps. 

State has made good progress in integrating children with mild and moderate disabilities in re 
schools. A total of 37,360 children have been identified so far and of this 17,163 children are reported 
enrolled іп schools and 50 in EGS/AIE centers. 4,421 Aids & Appliances have been distributed and 
than 20,700 teachers have been provided sensitization training. The JRM team visited a DLRO in Jalpai 
districts and also met with the children with disabilities who have been supported by the DLRO and 
assessment is that these interventions have met with resonable success. 


Financial Performance, Institutional Aspects and Capacity Building: 


There is very strong involvement of community and PRI institutions in implementation of DPEP-If 
district level the DPEP and SSA committee are headed by Zilla Sabhadhipati, and elected member whe 
the District Magistrate acts as the District Project Director. At village level, VECs headed by гергезеліді 
of Gram Panchayet are responsible for planning and implementation of interventions under DPEP-I1. Мет 
of VECs and WECS have been trained till 31.12.2005 on maintenance of Child Register, Cash Book etc;

JRM Delegates at Question-Answer Session with Mothers 
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WEST BENGAL BOARD OF PRIMARY EDUCATION 
2006-2007 


1. The academic session 2006-2007 is over. The multifarious activities ofthe Board are going on. The 
fixity towards the basic target of extension of primary education and its qualitative improvements has remained 
unflinching except one or two minor deviations. 


2. Among the important activities carried out under the aegis ofthe Board the Workshops on Grading 
in Schools and Dissemination of the Results of the 7th All India School Educational Survey in Eastern 
Regional States under the supervision of NCERT deserve special mention. Training Programme in English- 
teaching directly conducted by the eminent scholar Prof. George Remond Mackey and with cooperation 
from the British Council Division, Kolkata also deserves special mention. The training programmes for 
teachers in the area of Health Education and several workshops in the area of School Water, Sanitation and 
Hygiene Education are also worthy of mention. 


3. Basically with a view to attaining the goals of education for all at the primary level (5+ to 9+ age 
group under the jurisdiction of Primary Education) the Board proposes to ensure i) universal access; (ii) 
universal retention and (iii) universal quality achievement in the primary education sector. Obviously, to reach 
these the Board as per the powers and functions vested in it by the Act (W.B. Primary Education Act, 1973 
as amended from time to time) has successfully made so far the important strategic interventions that are 
logically coherent. Renewal and revision of Curriculum & Syllabuses, renewal and periodic revision of text 
books, particularly with the introduction of English from Class I since the academic session 2004-2005, 
preparation of text book on English for Class I and the revision of text books for other classes, training of 
teachers in respect of health & hygiene education, management, supervision and control of the Primary 
Teachers’ Training Institutes and holding of the one-year certificate course and examination of primary 
teachers'training, two external evaluations, inter-district transfer and granting of recognition to the newly 
set-up primary schools as per quota allotted to the district by the Govt. are only a few to mention among the 
huge works with which the Board has been entrusted in recent years. 


A synopsis ofthe important works carried out during the year under consideration inspite ofthe shortage 
of manpower (employees) and the plans and programmes to be undertaken for implementation in the coming 
daysis given below:

The text books with clearly identified learners competencies for each lesson and with elaborate exercises 
to promote self-learning have been so developed through workshops/group meetings with support from 
West Bengal District Primary Education Programme and Paschim Banga Rajya Prarambhik Siksha Unnayan 
Sanstha as to conform to the latest trends and developments, social, scientific, economic, political that are 
conducive to the healthy growth ofthe learners as responsible good citizens of future India. All efforts have 
been made to promote the sense of gender equity and equality, national integration, communal 
harmony, scientific outlook, human rights, love for animals, self consciousness of the children with 
special need, preservation of pollution-free environment, basic human values, anti-war outlook 
and discarding child-labour, ill-feeling towards others, hunting etc., through textual matters.

The work of revision and renewal of text books for the academic session 2007-08 has already starté 
During the academic year 2006-07 the works relating to revision & renewal of text books in First 1 anguag 
English (Second Language) and Mathematics for Class TV had been completed. Translation of these boo 
into different languages is also over. It is worthwhile to mention that during the last academic session all th 
text books in Santhali Language (Olchiki scripts) for Class I, Папа Ш have been published and distribute 
The work relating to the publication of text books for Class IV is in the process. 


The text books on History for Class V has been thoroughly reviewed, revised and published. Restt 
the books has been revised as necessary, 


It may be noted in this connection that many institutions not recognized by the Govt. are eager to use the 
nationalized text books. Keeping this in view, Hon'ble Minister-in-Charge, School Education advised the 
Director of School Education, West Bengal to open two sales counters. Price has been fixed at no profit no 
loss basis. No price will be charged from any institution if it can produce evidence of distribution of books 
free of cost. During the current academic session the books have been printed in two types: saleable and 
non-saleable. 


5. Orientation of Teachers in Teaching English as Second Language : 


As recommended by Prof. Pabitra Sarkar Commission and as per subsequent GO. the Board introduced 
English as a Second Language from 1999-2000 academic sessions from the last of Class П onwards. Along 
with the development of text books it became then an imperative for the Board to orient the teachers in 
teaching of English. With the module/training package developed, teacher-educators from РТТ! (one teacher 
from each of the existing PTTIs) have already been oriented. More than lakh lakh seventy thousand teachers 
have been oriented so far by cascade-cum-concentric mode of teacher training by the WBBPE from 2000 
onwards. 


With the introduction of English from Class Газ per decision of the Govt., the Board has undertaken 
special drive to orient all the teachers in teaching English successfully. It may be noted in this connection that 
in close collaboration with the British Council Division, Kolkata, the Board organized a three-day workshop 
for preparation of Master Resource Persons (April 11-12, 2003), Key Resource Persons (20-27 September, 
2003) and Training Package (14-19 September, 2003). Institute of English, Kolkata played a crucial role in 
this workshop. Dr. R. G Mackey, the eminent expert from U.K. actively took part in imparting the training 
to the participants to prepare them as KRPs. Altogether 75 participants from districts attended this workshop 
held during the period from 20.9.2003 to 27.9.2003. Subsequely a meeting of ELT experts as mentioned 
above was organized on the preparation of the module for training of the teachers. The module was finalized 
and published. The training started on cascade-cum-concentric mode in the districts and is almost on the 
verge of completion (May-June, 2007). 


Teacher-Educators at the PTTIs have also been trained by the Board in collaboration with the Institute 
of English, Kolkata. In March 2005 а number of PTTI teachers were trained in Kolkata. A meeting with the 
KRPs and MRPs was held on the 28th and 29th April, 2005 in the Board premises and pros and cons of the 
training module and its applicability were widely discussed. Again during 25 - 29 July, 2005 the rest of the 
PTTI teachers all were trained in the teaching-learning of English in the Institute of English, Kolkata. During 
October 29-30, 2005, a workshop was held in the Board's premises involving all the ELT experts. 


It may be mentioned in this connection that by June, 2007 as advised by Prof. Partha De, Hon'ble 
MIC, School Education Department, Government of West Bengal a programme for training in teaching of 
English at the primary level started being conducted by the Board with cooperation from the British Council 
Division, Kolkata. The preparation of Master Resource Persons and Key Resource Persons under the 
direct supervision of Prof. George R. Mackey, the well-known British Expert started during the first week of 
June 2007. In the next phase two workshops were held with Resource Persons drawn from the DIETs and 
DPSCs from the districts. One workshop was held in Kolkata at the Board's premises during 12-16 June 2007 
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and another was held from 21- 25 June 2007 in Siliguri. Each of the workshops was attended by neg ryt 
Master Resource Persons. With the help of the KRPs and the State Resource Persons develop к 
District Resource Persons (DRPs) has been carried out in the districts. Some of the programmes s 
completed in some 18 districts are given in the list below :

6. Networking with national agencies: Workshops in collaboration with (һе МСЕВТ: 


Three-day Workshop on Grading System (28.02.07 to 02.03.07): The importance of Grading System 
as part and parcel of quality improvement programme for school education needs hardly any re-mention. It 
has now been introduced in almost all the Boards and Councils of School Education throughout the country. 
But its operational aspects are yet to be much familiar with its users and other stakeholders. The move taken 
by the Department of Educational Measurement and Evaluation, NCERT to disseminate the basics of Grading 
System received whole-hearted support from the West Bengal Board of Primary Education. The present 
workshop is a product of collaborative efforts of both the Board and NCERT. 


The workshop started on 28.02.2007 right at 10-30 AM in the spacious Vidyasagar Sabhaghar of'the 
West Bengal Board of Primary Education. Flower bouquet was offered to our Honourable Minister-in- 
Charge Prof. Partha De who had been kind enough to inaugurate the 3-day programme. Bouquets were 
offered to receive other honourable guests. Dr. Sulapani Bhattacharya, President of the Board extended 
hearty welcome to all and mentioned in his address the basic objective ofthe workshop and the fundamentals 
ofthe Grading System. Dr. Nandita Chatterjee, Principal Secretary to the Department of School Education 
while upholding the importance of Grading System referred to its theoretical underpinning. Dr. Veer Pal 
Singh, Reader, DEME, NCERT in his key-note address discussed the historical background and applicability 
of the Grading System. Dr. S. K. Mukherjee, Programme Coordinator summarized the discussion. 
Prof. Debarshi Mondal, Secretary, WBBPE offered the vote of thanks. 


The Business Session started at 12 Noon. The concept of grading and methods of awarding grades, 
direct and indirect, absolute and relative, were thoroughly discussed by Dr. Veer Pal Singh, Dr. A. D. Tewari 
widely discussed awarding grade I scholastic areas and then followed the practicum in awarding grades. 
Activities & Group Works were also carried out in all the days. As the entire workshop was carried out in 
participatory method lively discussions among participants who were drawn from DIETS, Board's consultants 
and District Primary School Councils could be held quite effectively. 


Certificate of participation were given away by Prof. Avtar Singh, Professor & Head ofthe Department 
of Educational Measurement and Evaluation, NCERT in the Valedictory Session. Participants expressed 
their reaction about the workshop. Dr. Sulapani Bhattacharya, President ofthe Board delivered the valedictory 
address. Dr. S. K. Mukherjee, Programme Coordinator offered the vote of thanks. 


A Two-day Workshop on Dissemination of Findings of the 7th All India School Education Survey: 


The NCERT in collaboration with the WBBPE organized a two-day workshop (March 29 and 30, 
2007) on the above-mentioned subject. Participants nearly twenty-five in number from different States in 
Eastern Region attended the workshop which was inaugurated by the Principal Secretary, School Education 
Department, Government of West Bengal. Prof. (Dr.) Sulapani Bhattacharya, President ofthe WBBPE 
presided over the inaugural session. Prof. Avtar Singh along with other experts presented the basic findings 
and the statistical methods. 


National Curriculum Framework 2005 and the WBBPE : 


The Core Committee formed by the SCERT, West Bengal for the purpose of reviewing the NCF, 2005 
included Prof. Debarshi Mandal, Secretary of the WBBPE as one of its members. The consultants from the 
Board actively participated in the different sub-committee meetings and presented Board's view on different 
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subjectsin writing, Їп а subseguent meeting held in Bikash Bhavan on the 19th September 2007 Dr. Sula 
Bhattacharya, President of the Board presented a critical evaluation of the entire framework and han 
over the synopsis of his presentation to Hon’ble MIC, School Education Prof. Partha De 


It may be noted in this connection that the Board deputed some 25 primary school teachersi 
participation in the workshop held in Bhubaneswar during 5-9 March, 2007 and subsequently same 171 
primary school teachers for participation in Teachers Conference of National Curriculum Framework, 2 
held in New Delhi during October 2007. 


7. Primary Teachers’ training institutes (PTTIs) 


Itis quite encouraging to note that the Department of School Education has entrusted the W.B. Bg 
of Primary Education with the power to supervise, control, extend affiliation to the PT T 1s and finall 
administer and conduct their final one-year certificate examination, Necessary amendments have beenm 
in the W.B. Primary Education Act, 1973 for this purpose. 


After necessary inspection recognition was granted to the PTTIs on provisional basis for a year 1/4 
a year they are found to maintain the standard recognition is granted to them again 


During the academic year 2004-2005 the total number of Govt. and Govt. Sponsored PTTIs tal 
together was 58, non-Government PTTIs 80. During 2004-2005 academic sessions the Hon'ble Hi 
Court issued verdict repealing the recognition of 40 non-Govt. PTTIs. The Board appealed to the Divi 
Bench and appointed reputed Lawyers. The case is still now subjudice. But the earlier order has b 
stayed by an interim order of the Division Bench. Eighteen PTTIs enjoyed the recognition of both 
Board and NCTE for sometime. A Public Interest Litigation bias been lodged for repealing the recogni 
of 120 PTTIS, barring those 18 mentioned above. Hearing in this PIL is going on. Meanwhile an inte 
order has been passed by the Hon'ble High Court. This order states that PTTIs having no recognit 
from NCTE can admit no student and the students who have undertaken training from those institutt 
cannot be employed on the basis ofthe certificates obtained from those institutions. The Board has tak 
the necessary steps to settle the case іп the High Court. On the 11th September, 2006 an Ordina 
was issued with some changes in the NCTE Act. All the institutions recognized by the Board but 
recognized bythe NCTE were allowed to apply for recognition to the NCTE with support ing docume 
Applications were received on the 11" September, 2006 and it was supposed to grant recognition 
all those institutions from the date of their respective establishment. It was notified that all those institut 
which have been running with admission of student and their examination should refund as compensall 
Rs. 5,000/- (Rupees five thousand) only per student along with the fees taken from them. All the? 
Govt. and Non-Govt. PTTIs in their bid to get recognition submitted processing fees @ Rs 30,00 
(Rupees thirty thousand) only per institution to the office of the NCTE at Bhubaneswar A team of 
representatives from the NCTE then arrived at Kolkata to conduct inspection to all the PTTISA 
B.Ed. Colleges. All the Assistant Regional Directors, Regional Director, Member-Secretary, Chairpe 
of NCTE arrived and the Board was entrusted with the responsibility to look after the team "The Preside 
of the Board acted as the Nodal Officer and the D.P. S.C. Chairpersons acted as Мода! Officer in! 
districts. The entire work continued for a week, B.Ed. Colleges as the court case against them was зе 

got recognition from the NCTE by depositing requisite fees, As the court case in ойлы High Court W | 
pending against matter ofthe PTTIs no recognition from NCTE could be obtained then All efforts 
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being made to settle this case. Well-reputed and experienced lawyers have been appointed. The fate of 
some 16,000 students and all those already passed and got employed is depending upon the settlement 
ofthis case. The Board is therefore, determined to take all steps necessary according to its mite to 
solve this problem. 


8. External Evaluation and Diagnostic Achievement Test : 


Side by side with school-based Continuous and Comprehensive Evaluation (CCE) in terms of 
G.O. No. 1025-SE(Pry) a centrally administered External Evaluation for the students of Class II who 
just complete two years of schooling in all the Govt. recognized primary schools is being conducted by 
the Board every year during April-May in the scholastic subject areas. This started as early as in 1999 and 
in two subjects (i) First Language and (ii) Arithmetic. With the introduction of English as Second Language 
from Class TI from the academic session of 2004-2005 External Evaluation in English as Second Language 
is also being conducted: The Evaluation is conducted in six languages (Bengali, Hindi, Urdu, Опуа, Telegu 
and Nepali). The hard copy & CD ofthe Question-Answer Sheet is finalized by the Board and despatched 
to the DPSCs and Kolkata Corporation. They print the Question-Answer Sheets according their requirement 
and the relevant expenditures for conducting the evaluations are reimbursed by the Board. This year, 
2007 the evaluation was conducted on the 17th, 18th & 19th April in First Language, Second Language 
and Arithmetic respectively. The evaluation is of two hours duration and after spot evaluation marks 
are submitted and sheets are shown to the guardians & students. Another centrally administered External 
Evaluation as a Diagnostic Achievement Test started being conducted by the West Bengal Board of Primary 
Education from the year 2005 for the students at the end of Class IV i.e., students just completing a 
cycle of four years of schooling in recognized primary schools and Sishu Siksha Kendras. Fundamental 
competence areas selected in the respective subjects namely, First Language, English, Mathematics, History, 
Geography and Natural Science are tested. Both these evaluations external in nature seek to identify 
the strengths and weaknesses, if any, of the students and then to recommend measures for remedial 
teaching-learning. The Diagnostic Achievement Test for the students who just complete a cycle of four 
years of schooling is also helpful to assess how far the deficiencies if any, found at the end of Class 11 have 
been remedied or made up. It was however found that remedial measures were difficult to introduce as 
the students after Class IV go to different secondary schools. It was therefore decided to hold the test at the 
end of class III. This year (2007) the DAT has been conducted during 20th April to 26th April barring the 
22nd April, 2007. A sum of Rs. 1,87,50,000/- and Rs. 3,00,00,000/- have been received and advanced @ 
Rs. 6/- and Rs. 10/- per student to the D.P.S.Cs respectively for the two evaluations. 


The Board quite in keeping with the latest pedagogical developments seeks to utilize this type of 
external evaluations as diagnostic tool (i) to identify the strengths and weaknesses of individual students 
at the micro level, (ii) to rank not the individual performance or to declare someone as ‘pass’ and others as 
‘fail? but to rank the macro-aggregative performances of the districts and to recommend promotional 
measures for those lagging behind, (iii) to identify the hard-points ifany in the Curriculum and Syllabi and 
seek their modification and finally (iv) to make an evaluation of the teachers and the teaching-learning 
strategy adopted. 


Scientific designing of question papers with due emphasis on the modern theory of testing, namely, Item 
Response Theory, is strictly followed. Due weightage is also given to the subjective and objective types. 
Results from some of the DPSCs have already arrived and the job of analysis has already started. 
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9. Sarva Siksha Abhijan of Sarva Siksha Mission : 


The Board has been implementing DPEP interventions in close liaison with WBDPEP since | 
The renewal of text books i.e., conducting of the meeting of the subject expert committees, preparation 
the manuscripts and its finalization after try-outs is the main intervention that the Board has so far undert 
with financial support from the WBDPEP. Besides this, WBDPEP has extended financial support for 
various infrastructural developments and for conducting several workshops. The programme is ex; 
to continue up to 2010. 


With the launching of the SSA basically with a view to achieving universalization of elemen 
education by the target year 2010 the WBBPE is also prepared to rise up to the occasion int 
fulfilment ofthe objective of SSA. It has been decided unanimously that all academic activities will 
initiated by the Board in collaboration with PBRPSUS, SCERT, WBBSE, UNICEF etc The 00401 
programmes of Teacher Empowerment (in respect of English Teaching) and the Primary School Healt 
Programme already undertaken by the Board will go а long way to reach the target set by the SS 
Meanwhile, efforts are being taken to impart further training in teaching of English in view of introducti 
of English from Class I from 2004.

11. Primary School Sanitation and Hygiene Education Сей: 


With the basic objective of promoting sanitation and hygiene education in the primary schools, a 
Primary School Sanitation and Hygiene Education Cell (PSSHE Cell) has been established within the 
WBBPE. Along with the promotion of hygiene education as laid down in our curriculum the cell will look 
after the use and maintenance ofthe toilet and drinking water facilities in primary schools in West Bengal 
Two workshops in this regard had so far been held with UNICEF assistance, one in Park Hotel on the 
26th September 2005 and another on 20-21 July 2006 in the Oberoi Grand involving the personnel 
from Panchayet and Rural Development Department, Department of School Education and the PHE 
Department. The Cell has set the targets as noted below: 


€ To prepare а data-base in respect of all information regarding toilets and drinking water facilities 
9 To develop action plans districwise and to organize group meetings with the stakeholders in the district 


9 To prepare plans for teacher training and to impart training to them. The teachers will monitor the 
hygienic practices such as nail clipping, hair combing, washing of hand before and after Mid-Day 
Meal, use of slippers/shoes, to wear clean dress etc. 


Community mobilization for this purpose 
9 To set up a Monitoring Cell and to prepare Progress Reports periodically. 


Some of these works as mentioned above have already been undertaken by the Cell and a State 
Plan of Action has been submitted to the UNICEF. | 


12. Law Cell of the Board : 


The Board is to remain busy with court cases throughout the year. АП efforts are made to collect from 
the DPSCs the correct information. To defend and to carry on with as and when necessary the Public 
Interest Litigation, lawyers are being engaged by the Board. Court cases relating to fake certificate, 
equivalence of certificates, appointment as primary teachers, dying in harness, recognition of PTTIs or 
taking of examinations by fake teachers' training institutions are met by the Board properly. During 01.04.06 
to 16.07.07 76 (seventy six) court cases and 96 complaints from public have been aptly dealt with. 
Some more 9 matters are pending with School , Education Department. 


13. Inter-District Transfer of Primary School Teachers : 


During 2006-07 the Board received as many as 419 proposals for inter-district transfers. Decisions in 
respect of 348 proposals have duly been intimated and the rest 71 proposals are under consideration. 


14. Recognition to the Primary Schools as per Govt. Quota : 


During 2006-07 (March) out ofthe orders issued by the School Education Department for setting up 
of 44 new primary schools, the Board has granted recognition to 18 new schools (Hooghly 3, Howrah 7, 
and Purba Medinipur 8). The rest 26 are under consideration. 


15. Administrative Building of the Board : 


The work of construction of our administrative building, Acharyya Praf ulla Chandra Bhavan has 
been completed. A second lift is being installed. As the West Bengal State Electricity Board could arrange 
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for supply of 38 KW electricity at the initial stage, it was difficult to carry out various works of the Boa 
With the sanction of Rs. 40.00 lakhs by the Govt. of West Bengal the work of installation of augmente 
power supply device within the Board's premises has just been completed. This has facilitated the use, 
the premises more efficiently and economically. 


16. Annual Sports Meet: 


Annual Primary School Sports Meet originally initiated by the Directorate of School Educatio 
West Bengal is now being organized regularly by the West Bengal Board of Primary Education. From 
schools via district level a large number of competitors (nearly 700 as in 2006) finally participate in the Sta 
Level Meet usually organized in a district by the District Primary School Council under the initiative of t 
Board. This is perhaps a unique one in the whole of the country at the primary education level. A numb 
of events (nearly 35) are held. Last year (2006) the Meet was held in the district of South 24-Pargan 
Important dignitaries including the then Hon’ ble Minister-in-Charge of the School Education Depa 
Shri Kanti Biswas, Smt. Eva Dey, Minister-of-State, Department of School Education graced the ann 
sports meet by their presence.

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CHAPTER - IV 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


1042 pattern of School Education is followed in West Bengal. In school sector, Secondary stage 
divided in two stages viz. Junior High or Upper Primary which ends at the completion of Class VIII follow 
by 2 years of schooling which leads to first public examination called “Madhyamik Pariksha” Second 
Examination taken at the end of 10 years of general studies. This is followed by 2 years of Higher Second: 
Education. There are different types of schools viz. Junior High Schools, Junior Madrasahs, High Schoo 
High Madrasahs, Senior Madrasahs and Higher Secondary Schools. All Higher Secondary Schot 
have Classes V to XII and that of High and High Madrasahs from Classes V to X. Classes VI to V| 
are there in Jr. High and Jr. High Madrasahs. In addition to that most of the recognised Degree Colleg 
have Classes XI and XII ofthe Higher Secondary stage. 


First public examination which a child sits at the end of Xth Class is conducted by the West Beng 
Board of Secondary Education or West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education. These two? 
autonomous bodies and have the provision of representation through election of the teaching and nd 
teaching staff of recognised Schools and Madrasah under the respective Boards. The elected teach 
representatives constitute the majority in the Board. 


At the end of XII th year of schooling a student sits for the next public examination conducted

All schools sending their children for the public examination of West Bengal Board of Second 
Education, Madrasah Board and that of West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Education are recognist 
by those Boards. Mother tongue is the medium of instruction in almost all schools. The students арреапла 
the public examination can write their answer scripts in Bengali, Hindi, Nepali, Urdu and English. Номе 
asa language Tamil, Telegu, Oriya and some other languages can be offered at the appropriate stages 
public examination.

In the Higher Secondary stage students can opt for different subjects from science, humanities ll

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In addition the State Government also provides non-recurring grant, for the construction of school 
building, additional class rooms, development of libraries and laboratory facilities as well as some grant for 
the maintenance of hostels from time to time. 


The management of each aided school consists of members elected from amongst the parents and 
teachers. However, there is a State Government nominee in the management. 


Grants-in-Aid (2006-2007) 


In West Bengal during the last two decades, social demand for education has been increased 
Tremendous growth and enormous expansion in school education has been noticed. To meet the new 
challenges and major thrusts of education, the Government of West Bengal has been shouldering the 
responsibility to make the system work in a more productive and fruitful way for Human Resource 
Development and to build a developed society by expanding investment in education. 


Grants-in-Aid Section ofthe School Education Directorate is a unit through which social investment 
passes through for running education particularly at the Secondary level. 


For improving the efficiency of the education system and maximising the returns from education, 
teachers who are one ofthe main ingredients in the educational system, have an important role in the 
development of human resources in particular, and society and nation as a whole. 


Government Schools of West Bengal 


The Directorate of School Education directly controls and maintains 41 (forty-one) institutions within 
the State. Out of which 39 (thirty-nine) are Government Schools and the remaining 2 (two) are Teacher's 
Training Institutions. Recently one more school has been established at Bidhannagar, Salt Lake, named as 
Begum Rokeya Smriti Balika Vidyalaya. This school has started operation from the academic session, 
2000-01 and now able to meet the long standing demand of the local population for a separate 
Government Girls’ School. 


Most ofthe Government Schools have otherwise a long history. Quite a few of them are more than 
100 years old. In the districts they are generally known as Zilla School and are held in high esteem for 
their quality of education and discipline. Every year they make excellent result in both Madhyamik and 
Higher Secondary Examinations and quite a few student find a place in the merit list of first 20 (twenty) 
students in both these examinations. 


The Government School Section, under the Directorate of School Education (WB) is responsible 
for appointment, posting, transfer, salary, pension etc. ofthe teaching staff of these institutions. Full 
financial assistance for maintenance and modifications of these schools are borne by the State 
Government. 

The entry point in these school are generally in Class I (one) and Class III (three). The admission of 
students in Class-I (one) in Government Schools (along with Government Sponsored Schools) is done 
through draw oflottery. The Directorate of State Lotteries are entrusted with the said job. Last year the 
draw was held at Malda and Purulia for the schools of North Bengal and South Bengal Zones respectively. 
The lottery for admission of student in Class I of Kolkata Zone was held at Derozio Hall, Presidency 
College, Kolkata the admission of students in Class Ш (three) is, however, held through a Common 
Admission Test in all the Government Schools in West Bengal.

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WEST BENGAL BOARD OF SECONDARY EDUCATION 


Status and Jurisdiction: The onus for controlling and developing Secondary Education in the state got 
shifted in the year 1951 through an Act called the West Bengal Secondary Education Act, 1950. From the 
University of Calcutta the responsibility was handed over to a newly created body namely Board of Secondary 
Education. The West Bengal Board of Secondary Education, a statutory autonomous body in its present 
form owes its existence to Sec. 2 ofthe WBBSE Act, 1963. As is evident the Act itself was amended many 
atimes to keep pace with the changing scenario. The last amended took place in 2004. The jurisdiction of 
the Board extends all over West Bengal and extends to other states where the schools have sought the 
affiliations from the Board. The Board in consonance with the dominant culture of West Bengal has retained 
its democratic facade till now excepting during 1954-1963 and 1978-1980 when under certain compulsions 
the Board was superseded and administrators appointed. 


The operational ambit of the Board has also increased over the years. In 1951 the Board started 
functioning with 1270 high schools, which increased to more than 8,000 by the end of 1975 including some 
schools outside the territorial jurisdiction ofthe state. Presently the Board is handling around 12,000 numbers 
of schools. Along with the passage of time the number of the examinees also increased from 42,000 in 1952 
to more than five lakh in 1976 and to 7,64,933 in 2006 & 6,75,538 in 2007 and the number may reach 8 
lakhs in 2008. 


Composition and Function : The Board is constituted with sixty-seven members, the President is'at 
the helms. Of the sixty-seven members thirty-seven are elected from amongst the teaching and non-teaching 
staff of the recognized institutions and the others are ex-officio members. The exact numbers of members 
belonging to different categories are given here іп a tabular form. While the different constituencies from 
which the elected and nominated members will be appointed are clearly spelt out in the Act, the ex-officio 
members include the Director of School Education. Presidents of West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary 
Education, West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education, West Bengal Board of Primary Education etc.

Four Regional Councils namely (a) North Bengal (b) Burdwan (с) Midnapore (d) Kolkata as a measure 
of decentralization of work load in the interest of the students as well as of teachers and guardians and others 
are being functioning. 

The main activities of these Regional Councils аге: 

(1) Processing of registration forms of the students reading in Class IX. 

(2) Correction of Mark Sheets/Certificates. 

(3) Correction of Registration Certificates, distribution of Admit Cards including Mark Sheets. 

(4) Various functions connected with smooth conduct of examinations under instruction from

(5) Administrative and Academic activities other than examination through setting up of SSA 
Cell т the Regional Offices. 


Functions of the Executive Committee: The Executive Committee performs duties as conferred 
uponit vide Section 19(a) of Chapter Ш of the Act.

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FUNCTIONS OF THE RECOGNITION COMMITTEE: 


During the year 2006-07, 4 (four) meetings ofthe Recognition Committee were held to decide the 
matters of recognition of schools, upgradation of schools and withdrawal of recognition of schools as per 
Government order. 


During the year 2006-2007, eight (8) schools were recognized as 4-Class Jr. High Schools, no new set 
up school(s) was recognized and three (3) High Schools were recognized as per Hon’ble Court's order, 
thirty-seven (37) schools were upgraded to High Schools. 


Statement showing the number of different cases decided and also the school recognized and upgraded 
have been reflected in the table (enclosed separately). 


FUNCTIONS OF THE APPEAL COMMITTEE: 


Section 22 of the West Bengal Board of Secondary Education Act provides for Constitution of an 
Appeal Committee to dispose of appeals made by the teaching and non-teaching staff of recognized institu- 
tions against any decision of the Managing Committee. A retired officer of the West Bengal Higher Judicial 
Service nominated by State Government heads the Committee. Deputy Secretary (Administration) looks 
after the routine activities as far as the administrative part is concerned. 


Out of 22 cases for adjudication during the year 2006-07, 6 cases were fully disposed of. 15 cases 
were adjourned, | (one) case was rejected. The number of meetings of the Appeal Committee held during 
the year 2006-07 is 7 (seven). 


FUNCTIONS OF THE O.S.D. Section: | 


O.S.D. Unit ofthe West Bengal Board of Secondary Education deals with the matters pertaining to the 
various problems of management of schools, disposal of different types of leave related matters enjoyed by 
the teaching & non-teaching staff of the schools, hearing of the parties in different matters and disposal of the 
cases in terms of Hon’ble Court's order. It, in collaboration with the General Section of the Board, placed 
records, papers and relevant files in the Executive Committee Meeting for taking decisions and communi- 
cates the decisions to the concerned individuals and to the authority. It preserves important documents and 
different circulars issued by the Board from time to time. It also looks after the publication of decisions of all 
meetings of the Executive Committee for the year separately in the form ofa booklet. This section prepares 
booklets for the purpose of Annual General Meeting of the Board where activities of different Sections of the 
Board are highlighted. An Annual Report of the Board pertaining to the activities of achievements of the 
Board is also prepared and sent to the School Education Department, Govt. of West Bengal by this Section 
for preparation of the Annual Budget Speech of the Governor and for preparation of the Annual Report for 
each sub-units of the Department of School Education, Govt. of West Bengal, for each financial year 


FUNCTIONS OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE: 


This Committee has the responsibility to prepare the Budget of the Board for each financial year and to 
watch over expenditure of the Board. The Board has to depend on grant from the State Government to a 
great extent to meet the expenditure for payment of salary to the staff, pension payment to the retired 
employees and for conducting examinations and welfare oriented programmes and activities of the Board’s 
employees.

REPORT OFTHE LEGAL CELL OF THE BOARD : 


1237 cases were filed in the High Court, Kolkata on behalf ofthe Board during the year 2006-2007 
(1.4.2006 to 31.3.2007). The Board decided to contest 575 cases with the appointment of Lawyer. 77 
cases are mainly related to the Madhyamik Pariksha (S.E.) and its result for 2006. 


The Board decided not to participare in 662 cases without engaging any Lawyer. 


The cases are mainly related to election of Managing Committee, appointment of Administrator, Ad-hoc 
Committee. Drawing & Disbursing Officer (DDO), decision of Section 24 — Committee relating to disciplinary 
proceedings against members of teaching and non-teaching staff. Recognition of Committee in regard to 
recognition, de-recognition, upgradation, amalgamation. Some cases are also related to the matter of review 
of scrutiny of answer scripts of M.P. (SE) and age correction etc. 

Moreover, many cases were disposed of by giving an opportunity of hearing to the parties concerned by 
the President personally and in the meeting ofthe Executive Committee ofthe Board as per Hon'ble Court's 
order. 


ESTABLISHMENT SECTION : 


The Establishment Section ofthe Board is to look after all establishment matters of 650 employees of 
the Board and their recreation and welfare activities. 


The Establishment Section ofthe West Bengal Board of Secondary Education has performed under 
mentioned works during the year 2006-07.

HIGHER SECONDARY EDUCATION IN WEST BENGAL 


In West Bengal, Higher Secondary Education is imparted in Classes XI and ХИ in Schools, M 
and Colleges. In near future, there shall be Classes XI and XII in Schools and Madrasahs only and 
purpose Classes XI and XII will be withdrawn from colleges phase by phase so that there may not 
accommodation problem to students seeking admissiom after passing Madhyamik. There are two 
schools in the State for Higher Secondary Education. 


The Higher Secondary courses are being taught in two streams. One is called as Genera! Stream 
other is called as Vocational Stream. There are 54 Integrated Institution and | Independent Institution 
Vocational courses are being taught. In 2,927 Integrated Institutions and 19 Independent Institutions, 
are being taught in General Stream. 


Directorate of School Education is the controlling authority for Schools and Madrasahs imparting 
Secondary courses. The Schools imparting Higher Secondary Education means it include Higher $ 
Madrasahs also. The syllabus and curriculum of Higher Secondary Education followed by Sch 


Higher Secondary Madrasahs are same as prescribed by the West Bengal Council of Higher Sec

Constructional Development 


The construction work ofthe Administrative Building of Burdwan Regional Office is going on in full 
swing.

Consequent on this, the curriculam of Class XI and Cli 
XII of Higher Secondary level have been divided accordingly and the Higher Secondary Examinalii 
will be conducted henceforth only on the basis of curriculam of Class XII The syllabi of all the subje 
have been unitilised and marks have been allocated against different units in the syllabi. The Hight 
pee Examination of 2007 will be held for the first time on the new divided andi evised syllabust 
ass XII.

“State Council of Educational Research & Training (WB)" is a Post-graduate Research & Training 
organisation under the Department of School Education, Govt. of West Bengal, set up with the aim of 
carrying out training and research in different areas of school/teacher education. The major activities taken 
up at SCERT (WB) since April 2006 in this context are listed below: 


1. National Population Education Project Activities 


The National Population Education Project being funded by the United Nations Fund for Population 
Activities (UNFPA) began in West Bengal in early 1984 through the МСЕВТ. The Project is now being 
implemented as an educational Project for Human Resource Development. 


The major thrust areas of the Project in Из reconceptualised form are : 

a) Population and sustainable development 

b) Gender equality and empowerment of women 

c) Adolescence Education 

d) Family, socio- cultural factors and quality of life 

e) Health, Nutrition and Education: Key determinants of population change 
f) Population, urbanization and migration. 


SCERT (WB)is the state level nodal agency for the implementation ofthis project. The project aims at 
inculcating values and developing different life skills in students so that they become responsible citizens of 
tomorrow. These objectives are to be achieved through organization of various co curricular activities in 
schools ofthe state. 

In 2006-07 many activities have been taken up at SCERT (WB) which may be enumerated as follows: 


1. Meeting of the Advisory Board 

A thirteen-member state level Advisory Board with Professor Ranju Gopal Mukherjee as President 
was set up by School Education Department, Govt. of West Bengal, in December 2004 to monitor d 
implementation of NPEP activities in the state. The Board meets from time to time to determine and approve 
the Plan of Action to be undertaken by SCERT (WB). In this respect three meetings of the Board have 
taken place this year on 26.06.2006, 27.11.2006 and 22.12.2006 in which important decisions were taken 


regarding the various aspects of the Project. 


2. Development of Training Materials P 
i i hers based on the six themes of Population 

The NCERT draft manual on Population Education for teac! 
Education has been adapted to make it relevant for the state of West Bengal and has been translated in 


Bengali. The manual will be published soon. 
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3. Development, printing and circulation of Publicity Materials for observing Population 
Education Awareness Programme, 2006. 


Inan effort to disseminate the concepts оҒ Population Education through co-curricular activities with 
special emphasis on the themes ofthe project, SCERT (WB) celebrated Population Week from 11-17 July 
2005 in all the secondary schools and Madrasah of West Bengal. This programme was carried out in 
collaboration with West Bengal Board of Secondary Educationand West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education 
For this purpose, booklets in Bengali and English were published by SCERT (WB) and distributed in all the 
educational institutions through the offices District Inspectors of Schools (Secondary). The Director of School 
Education, Govt of West Bengal, issued necessary circulars to the Dis. A feedback form in the booklet was 
useful and indicated that many schools organized activities accordingly. 


This year the duration of holding the activities in schools has been extended to three months, i.e. from 
1 November 2006 to 31“ January 2007. SCERT (WB) has published a booklet containing some guidelines 
including topics for different activities like debate, essay writing, poster drawing, group discussion, etc. 
based on the six themes of Population Education. 


These have been forwarded to all the DIs (secondary) of the state so that all secondary schools and 
Madrasahs may observe “Population Education Awarness Programme — 2006 during the above mentioned 
period. 


4. Documentation of activities. 


The activities under *Population Education Awareness Programme-2006 were, as per the approved 
Plan of Action, recorded and documented specifically in 62 selected schools and Madrasahs of two districts, 
namely Nadia and Malda. 


Asa prelude to this, consultations were held at the DIETs of these two districts with Heads of Institutions 


and Resource persons. To make the programme successful, the recognized teachers’ organizations ofthe 
state were also involved. 


: 5. Observance of World Population Day 


A two-day seminar was organised on 11-12 July 2006 for observance of World Population Day 
Eminent educationists delivered erudite lectures on the different themes of Population Education and students 
of nearby schools delighted the audience with their performance based on the themes

Such projects include Activity based Science teaching, Activity based Mathematics 
teaching and development of content for e-learning in all school subjects. 


The draft manual on Activity-based Science teaching titled *Kajer Majhe Bigyan’ has been printed 
and consultations with school teachers have been held in seven DIETs of West Bengal between August and 
September 2006. The draft manual has been finalised after incorporating the changes suggested at the 
consultations at the DIETs and also by the experts ofthe Core Group at SCERT. The finalised manual will be 
published very soon. 


A manual on Activity based Mathematics Teaching titled “Кајег Madhyame Ganit" for Primary and 
Upper primary classes have been developed by SCERT (WB). It contains simple activities on Mathematics 
to be carried out by the students. The activities suggested in this manual have already been tried out in thirty 
schools at three districts viz, South 24 Parganas, North 24 Parganas & Kolkata. The finalized manual will

The C.G therefore found no other way than getting the NCF’05 translated afresh by two teachers- 
one retired, and the other being a headmaster. SCERT (WB) has published and put in use the new translation 
as and when found convenient. This Bengali version of NCF'05 is available in the SCERT portal of addres 
www. scertwestbengal.org.

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SCERT (WB) then translated the test materials оп every subject in Bengali from the original document 
prepared by NCERT. The questionnaires for pupils and teachers were also translated. Translated set ofthe 
entire materials had also been sent to SCERT, Tripura for their use. In the next phase, suitable officers from 
the DIETs were identified as District Co-ordinators in 10 districts of West Bengal (Coochbehar, Jalpaiguri, 
Malda, Dakshin Dinajpur, North 24 Parganas, Murshidabad, Nadia, Hooghly, Bankura and Bardhaman) 
The tests were administered in three subjects, viz, Language (Bengali/Hindi), Mathematics and Environmental 
Science on more than 4000 students in West Bengal by the District Co-ordinators. This phase was completed 
within March 2006 

Finally, after the answer scripts from the districts (DIE Ts) were scrutinized by SCER I (WB) ollicials 
and a subject expert in Language, a brief status report on the performance of each of the selected districts 
was prepared by SCERT (WB) and sent to NCERT for further processing. The results of MAS'06 will be 
published by NCERT in due course. 


5. Implementation of Centrally Sponsored Scheme of Teacher Education (CSSTE). 


The Perspective Plan of Teacher Education for CSSTE prepared by SCERT (WB) for the Tenth-Five 
Year Plan was sanctioned by MHRD. The funds have arrived for DIETs, CTEs, ТАЗЕ and SCERT. Under 
the scheme SCERT (WB) proposes to set up a Computer Cell and an English Language Cell with the funds 
sanctioned under CSSTE by MHRD. 5 1 


It is envisaged that the practicing school teachers at the secondary level would be enabled to develop 
use wares оп the subject contents as per the prescribed syllabi and apply them during teaching of the 
subjects.

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CHAPTER- VII 


REPORT ONANGLO-INDIAN SCHOOLS IN WEST BENGAL 


In west Bengal there are 67 Anglo-Indian D.A. getting schools (out of which 64 are secondary scho; 
and 3 are primary schools) at present, affiliated to ICSE which are provided grants by the School Education 
Department in the form of Govt. D.A. and Adhoc Bonus. There are a total of 282 schools affiliated to ICSE 
Council, New Delhi till 2005. There are 81 schools affiliated to CBSE. other than Kendriya Vidyalaya aso 
26.10.2005. Apart from these, there are 44 Kendriya Vidyalaya schools affiliated to CBSE, Delhi. Inthe 
year 2005-06, total fund released to the 55 Anglo-Indian schools aproximately amounts to Rs. 14,83,89419% 
(Secondary) and Rs. 14,81,086/- (Primary). Twelve such erstwhile D.A. getting schools have foregone 
Govt. D.A. at present (i.e. w.e.f. March, 2003). 


The State Govt. has also two Govt. schools, one for boys and other for girls affiliated to ICSE Council 
New Delhi. Victoria Boys’ School admits boys in class-IV while Dow Hill Girls schools admits both boys 
and girls in lower K.G since there is pre-primary stage and the school is of co-educational status upi 
class-III, In Dow Hill Girls school students (both boys and girls) are admitted to lower K.G class through 
selection by lottery held in Kurseong. Both boys and girls in respective schools of Victoria Boys school and 
Dow Hill Girls school аге admitted to Class-IV through common admission test held in Kurseong. Воде 
schools are residential and the medium of instruction is English. Second languages are Bengali, Hindi ax 
Nepali in both these schools. The amount of fund released to these schools for the financial year 2006-0715 
Rs. 6,29,32,082/-. 


There are four undergraduate teachers’ training colleges. Оп successful completion of the course the 
learners are awarded T.T.C. Certificates (Teachers & Training Certificate). It is a 2-year course and medir 

` ofinstruction is English. A joint committee of 9 members headed by Director of School Education, WB 
finalises results of T. T.C. Examination and thereafter certificates are given to the successful candidates dll 
signed by the competent authority on recommendation ofthe respective Principals ofthe said training instituts 


The aforesaid committee selects a co-ordinator to conduct the T. T C. Examination in each year b

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SANSKRIT EDUCATION 


The Government of West Bengal is aware of spreading Sanskrit Education throughout the 
State. Because of this, various Government sponsored and non-Government Sanskrit Tols (DA getting) are 
formed in various districts. V.S.S.P. has been formed to make better provision for development, expansion 
management and control of Sanskrit Education. š { 


There are 698 non-Government, 2 sponsored and 4 Government Sanskrit Tols with 934 Adhyapaks 
(Pandits) and 120 non-teaching staff excluding the staff of the Parishad. The Director of School Education, 
West Bengal releases grants to the authorities of Government and sponsored Sanskrit Tols directly and also 
releases grants to non-Government Tols through Vangiya Sanskrit Siksha Parishad (V.S.S.P.) to incur various 
expenditure including payment of salary to Adhyapaks and staff. A considerable amount were spent for the 
financial year 2004-05..Each Tol has a separate Managing Committee which supervises the Tols locally 


V.S.S.P. and its Responsibilities 


VSS P is the main statutory body which looks after Sanskrit Education with the help of School Education 
Department and Directorate of School Education. An Ad-hoc Committee is formed by the State Government 
for one year duration comprising 10 eminent educationists under the Chairmanship of Dr. Murarimohan 
Vedantaditirtha with the authority to perform and discharge all powers, function and duties of the Parishad 
This Committee is also empowered to prepare syllabus and curriculum to take Examination to issue certificates 
to qualified candidates and also to release grants (DA only) to Adhyapaks, clerks, servants, students of the 
Tols and staff of the Parishad. :

CHAPTER - IK 


“NATIONAL FOUNDATION FOR TEACHERS’ WELFARE 


The N.F.T.W. was set up in the year 1962 under the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890. The 
Management and Administration of the Foundation is directed by a General Comnittee under the 
Chairmanship of the Hon'ble Union Minister of H.R.D. At the State Level a Working Committee 
had been appointed for similar work under the Chairmanship of the Hon'bie Minister-in-Charge of 
Primary & Secondary Education. à 


The fund ofthe Foundation is made up from the contribution and collection, made through the sale 
proceeds of Coupons, Flags on 5th September each year as Teachers' Day to mark the birth-day 
of Late Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, former President of India, noted educationist and philosopher. A 
voluntary campaign for collection of funds for the welfare of the teachers is also undertaken on this 
day. The Foundation Fund is operated in two accounts, which are maintained at the Main Branch of the 
State Bank of India, Kolkata. One account is known as Collection Account from where no withdrawal, 
collection only thereafter are credited. 20% of the deposit ofthe year is automatically mail transferred 
to the account of the General Committee Fund at New Delhi, of which Hon’ble Union Minister 
of Education is the Chairman. The rest of the money deposited in transfer to the Drawing Account, 
from where the State Working Committee can draw amount. Every year the expenditure is audited 
by a Chartered Accountant, The Audit Reports are all preserved in the office. 


A separate establishment other than that ofthe Director, School Education, is maintained at Bikash 
Bhavan, Salt Lake City, Kolkata-700 091, in the Office of the Directorate of School Education, 
West Bengal, where one Assistant, on Part-time basis with a remuneration of Rs. 4,000.00 (Rupees 
Four Thousand) only is looking after the Office work. He is retired employee of the State 
Government. The Dy. Director of School Education (E.H.), on behalf of the Director of School 
Education, West Bengal, operate the accounts of the N.F. T. W.

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THE WEST BENGAL COUNCIL ОЕ RABINDRA OPEN SCHOOLING 
1. PRESENT STATUS 


Introduction: 


Formal education at the school level has been vastly expanded in West Bengal with the aim ofensuri ng 
“education for all’. The process is still continuing. Yet there are many people in our society who could not 
avail themselves of this opportunity at their proper age-and cannot do so even now—because of socio— 
economic and various other hurdles. It is the urge to reach education to this section of men and women of 
different age groups that made the State Government appreciate the need for open learning system and set 
up the State Open School as a wing of the School Education Department in 1997. In 1998 it was named 
West Bengal Council of Rabindra Open Schooling (КМУ) which subsequently became a Statutory 
Organization with effect from Ist August, 2001 on the basis of Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya Act, 2001, 
passed by the West Bengal State Legislature. The Act has been amended first in 2002 and next in February 
2006. The amended Act has been come into effect from the Ist January, 2007. According to the amendment 
of February, 2006 the Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya have been renamed as the West Bengal Council of Rabindra 
Open Schooling. The administrative set up has been changed to a certain extent. 


ВМУ imparts open learning through self-study materials and personal contact programmes. More flexible 
and less rigid rule and procedures have been formulated taking into account the special need and circumstances 
ofthe target group of learners. RMV is conducting study, examination and certification at the Secondary 
(Class X) and Higher Secondary (Class XII) levels. RMV has taken up Upper Primary Programme for out- 
of-school children in the age group of 9+ to 13+jointly with Paschim Banga Rajya Prarambhik Siksha 
Unnayan Sanstha now named Paschim Banga Sarba Siksha Mission. 

The study centres of RMV are located mostly in Government aided Primary, Upper Primary, Secondary, 


Higher Secondary schools and Madrasahs spread over all the districts of West Bengal. For secondary and 
higher secondary education some of the study centres are N.G.Os, a few of which cater to the needs of 
physically and mentally challenged learners. 

Target Group: Neo-literates, school drop-outs, unemployed and self-employed young men and women, 
whole time or part time workers in different establishments, peasants, elderly men and women, unsuccessful 
learners of formal system, physically and mentally challenged and other weaker sections of the people are 


the main target groups. 


Major Functions : 


° Admission and Examination: Minimun age of: admission in the Madhyamik Course is 14 years.

THE WEST BENGAL CENTRAL SCHOOL SERVICE COMMISSION 


REPORT FOR THE YEAR 2006-07 


The West Bengal School Service Commission Act, 1997 (West Bengal Act IV of 
1 997) was enacted vide notification No. 936-L dated 01.04.97 It came into force 
with effect from 01.11.97 for the purpose of recruitment of teachers which include 
Headmasters/Headmistresses/Superintendents of Senior Madrasahs in recognised 
non-Govt, Aided Schools including Madrasahs in West Bengal. 


In terms of sub-section (1) of Sec. 3 of the above Act as amended, a Central 
Commission in the name of West Bengal Central School Service Commission along 
with four Regional Commissions in the name of West Bengal Regional School Service 
Commission was constituted. Later, by notification No. 211-SE (S) dated 05.02.2004 
South-Eastern Region came into being.

The Act is not applicable to a school established and administered by a minority

teachers of such school or a Government School. 


The duty of the Regional Commissions 15 to select persons for appointment to the 
posts of teachers in schools within its territorial jurisdiction.

The Central Commission, inter alia, shall monitor, supervise, contro! and co-ordinate 
the activities ofthe Regional Commissions which shall be subordinate to the Central 
Commission. 


The first Regional Level Selection Test for selection of Assistant Teachers was held on 
10.05.1998 followed by the 2nd RLST 1999 held on 26.03.2000 the 3rd RLST 
2001 on 14.10.2001 and оп 29.12.2001 (for Eastern Region only), the 4th RLS! 
2002 on 16.03.2003, the Sth RLST 2004 on 18.07.2004 and the 6th RLST 2005 on 
18.09.2005. Regional Level Selection Test for selection for the posts of Headmasters 
Headmistresses/Superintendents of Senior Madrasahs was held in the vear 1999 
2001, 2002, 2003, 2004 and 2005. 


For smooth functioning of recruitment process, the Goverment is considering framing 
of comprehensive Rules for regulation ofthe manner and scope of selection of persons 
for appointment to the post of Teachers.

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GUIDELINES FOR THE 
NATIONAL MERIT SCHOLARSHIP SCHEME 


BACKGROUND 

The National Scholarship Scheme is being implemented since 1961-62. The objective of this 
scheme is to provide scholarships for post-matric studies to the brilliant but poor students 80 that they 
can pursue their studies in spite of their poverty. Scholarship Scheme for Talented C hildren from Rural 
Areas at the Secondary Stage is an on-going-scheme since 1971-72 with the objectiv eto achieve 
equalization of educational opportunities, and to provide fillip to the development of talent from rural 
areas by educating talented rural children in good schools. The schemes were implemented as Centrally 
Sponsored Schemes up to IK plan. The Department has merged these schemes to form the ‘National 
Merit Scholarship Scheme’ for implementing within the approved outlay of Rs. 52.00 crores 
during the 10th Plan. The Revised Scheme prescribes changes in the eligibility criteria and rate of 
scholarships etc. 


2. OBJECTIVE 


The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance to the meritorious students of rural 
areas studying in Classes IX and X and also to meritorious student studying at post-matric to post- 
graduate level in schools and colleges outside the rural areas. 


3. SCOPE 


The scholarships for Classes IX and X are available for schools in rural areas, in government 
schools, in each development block. The scholarships from post-matric to post-graduate level 
courses on State wise merit are available for all schools and colleges in the States in India. The 
scholarship will be awarded by the Government of State/Union Territory in which the applicant 
is domiciled or passed the examination based on the result of which he/she has been awarded the 
scholarship. The schools in rural areas will be identified by the State Government/UT Administration. 


4. ALLOCATION OF SCHOLARSHIPS 


The scholarships at post-matric to post-graduate level available will be first allocated among 
the various States and Union Territories on the basis of student population. Within the same 
State and Union Territory, these will be further distributed proportionately among the various 
courses/examinations on the basis of number of candidates who enroll/appear for those courses! 
examinations in the preceding years. 


. Two scholarships are provided for the 9th class per block to the meritorious students studying 
in schools in rural areas.

The full cost of scholarship is met by the Government of India every year without by every any

REPORT ON LADY BRABOURNE DIPLOMA EXAMINATION, 2006-2007 


Lady Brabourne Needle-work Diploma Examination is conducted by the Director of School Education, 
West Bengal and controlled by the Deputy Director of School Education (Women), through the officers of 
the District Inspector, Inspector of Schools (S.E). This Examination is exclusively for women teachers and 
women students, which is held yearly in three phases, viz. Primary, Middle & Final. 


Centrally, women teachers and students need recommendation from the Head of the Institution of 
Primary, Basic, Junior High & Senior Basic, High, Higher Secondary, Multipurpose and Training Schools 
for appearing at the said examination. The Examination was held approximately in thirty-two (32) centres In 
the year 2006, the number of candidates were 5940, 2955 & 1970 in Primary, Middle & Final respectively. 


The Examination consists of parts, i.e, Part-I specimen and Part-II theoritical & practical taken together. 
Distribution of Works in two parts is as follows :

Candidates who obtain 70%, 55% and 45% marks in aggregate are placed in First class, Second class 
and Third class respectively Initially, the examination fees were nominal and even now the same rate of fees 
are mentioned.

Primary Rs. 3/-, Middle Rs. 4/-, Final Rs. 5/- only. 

The grant is placed at the Disposal of Director of School Education, W.B. and subsequently distributed 
fo all the Districts according to the enrolment of the candidates.

2. Sarba Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA): 


The Government of West Bengal has taken up a vital task of Universalisation of Elementary Education 
(UEE) for all eligible learners similar to other States of India. On the way to Universalisation of Elementary 
Education (UEE), Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA) is being implemented by the ‘Paschim Banga Sarva 
Shiksha Mission (PBSSM)’ (erstwhile PBRPSUS) in West Bengal for achieving the goal and objective 
ofuniversalisation of elementary education. 


Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA) will enter into its 8th year with wide coverage and commitment for 
both the sectors-primary and upper-primary education in all educational districts of West Bengal. 


The major success so far observed was in the areas of enrolment and out of school children. The 
Net Enrolment Rate (NER) has been increased, which is about 98.03% and 78.74% for primary and 
upper-primary sectors respectively. 


For ensuring Universal Access to all eligible learners, 1,802 New School Building (NSB), 43,378 

` Additional Classroom (АСВ) have already been constructed. In case of non-school construction 500 

Circle Resource Centres (CLRC) have been provided with new building facility which serve as nodal 

center for elementary education at sub-district level in the State. To ensure health and hygiene of the 

learners, 9,294 units of Drinking Water and 9,551 units of Toilet facility have already been provided to 
primary and upper-primary schools. 


In addition to ensuring access and enrolment, West Bengal SSA has also widened its activities 
extensively and intensively to address the problems of quality of learning. In order to develop a strong 
linkage between teacher and the learners for promoting activity based joyful child-centric learning, all 
schools have been covered through an intensive programme called Samanwita Sikhon Unnayane Uttaran. 
The deep-rooted problem like Pupil- Teacher Ratio (PTR) has been addressed through the engagement 
of 14,140 and 30,491 para-teachers in primary and upper-primary sectors respectively on contract 
basis,

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3.4 Anglo Indian Schools etc.: 


17 and 06 Schools seeking affiliation to ICSE and CBSE, New Delhi have been granted provisional 
and permanent “No Objection Certificate” respectively in the year 2006-07 till date. 


3.5 Physical Education and State Sports School: 


In primary level the State Government also provides fund for purchasing sports equipment and 
physical education activities in Primary/Jr. Basic Schools in the State. Every year from Lower level to 
District and State level the Annual Primary Sports Meet is held through six tiers in the State to encourage 
the students of Primary, Jr. Basic Schools, SSKs in games and sports activities. 


From 2001-02 academic year the State’s only Government sports school (fully residential) under 
the title of Dr. В. К. Ambedkar Sports School has started functioning at Banipur Educational Complex 
in North 24-Parganas with 30 students in Class V. At present the total number of students of the said 
sports school is 170 in Classes V to X and students are trained in athletics, gymnastics, archery etc. 
The State Government bears all the financial liabilities and other responsibilities, Last year in the State 
and National Level Game at Open School Meet the students got satisfactory result in athletics, gymnastics, 
archery and yogasana. 


3.6 Grants from 12th Finance Commission: 


Out of the fund of Rs 7,099.00 lakh as recommended by the 12th Finance Commission this 
Department has received so far Rs.3,549.50 lakh. This fund has been allotted for infrastructural 
development of 42 Govt. Schools, 19 Govt. PTTIs, 1 State Sports School, 10 Govt. Sponsored 
PTTIs, 50 Schools completing 100 years or more, 400 Upgraded Jr. High Schools, 500 Upgraded 
H.S. Schools, A portion of this grant has been allotted for improvement of Library of 500 H. S. Schools 
and strengthening of Laboratories of 35 Govt. Schools and 100 upgraded H.S. Schools with Science 
Stream. Out of this fund, infrastructural grant in favour of 743 existing High and H.S. Schools as repair 
and renovation grant has been allotted. 

3.7 Filling up of post of S.I. of Schools, А.Т. of Schools, A.D.I. of Schools/D.I. of Schools: 

131 posts of S.I. of Schools have been filled up out of 241 vacancies through direct recruitment. 
35 posts of A.I. of Schools have been filled up out of 39 vacancies on promotion basis. Necessary 
steps have been taken on an urgent basis to fill up the vacant posts of all the categories. 

3.8 Strengthening of the School Education Directorate and the District Offices: 

Necessary steps have been taken for strengthening of the School Education Directorate and the 
District Offices through reorganization and setting up of monitoring unit providing with furniture, equipment 
with modern information technology etc. for the best interest of the services. 

3.9 Administrative and Academic Improvement of Supervisory Staff: 


Appropriate emphasis has been given on inspection and supervision with Ма গা yi 
academic supervision in order to achieve the goal of guality education. Academic ell has ү а ae 
at different levels right from Block Level to State Level. Special Orientation 3 а P 
Conducted at State and District Level in order to cover 1,500 inspecting Officers to improve their quality 


inthe area of administration along with inspection and supervision. 
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4. УВВРЕ: 


Basically with a view to attaining the goals of education for all at the primary level (5+ to 9+ age 
group under the jurisdiction of Primary Education), the West Bengal Board of Primary Education 
seeks to ensure (i) Universal access (ii) Universal retention and (iii) Universal quality achievement in 
the primary education sector. Obviously, to attain these the Board has successfully made so far the 
important, strategic interventions that are logically coherent. Periodic renewal and revision of Curriculums 
and Syllabi, text books, training of teachers, supervision, two external evaluations, annual sports, inter 
district transfer and granting of recognition to the newly set up primary schools as per quota allotted to 
the district by the Government are only a few to mention among the works with which the Board has 
been entrusted in recent years. 


With necessary amendments in the Act of 1973 the Board is now the authority to conduct all sorts 
of training at the primary education level. During the period under consideration, emphasis has been 
given on the training/orientation of teachers in teaching English as Second Language and Health and 
Hygiene Education as со-сштісшаг subject. 


With the introduction of English as Second Language from Class I as per decision of'the Government 
of West Bengal the Board has taken special drive to orient all teachers in teaching of English 


With financial support from the European Commission.and in close collaboration with the Department 
of Health and Family Welfare, the Board during the year 2006-07 has been able to complete the first 
round of training of teachers in all the districts through the DPSCs. Besides holding of occasional health 
check-up camps in the schools, health kits have been distributed one in each circle and Referral Health 
Cards have been issued by the Department of H. & F.W. 


Side by side with the school based CCE, two centrally administered External Evaluations аге held 
by the Board. One for the students just completing two years of schooling i.e. at the end of Class 1 and 
another at the end of Class IV as Diagnostic Achievement Test. The Board successfully conducted the 
evaluation throughout the State through its DPSCs. The basic objective of the texts is to adopt suitable 


remedial measures for the learners found lagging behind and to suggest promotional measures for the 
districts lagging behind, 


Basically with the objective to promote hygiene education and use and maintenance of toilets and 
drinking WAKI facilities, the Board with Support from the UNICEF has set-up within it a Primary 
School Sanitation and Hygiene Education Cell (PSSHE). The cell during the year under consideratio? 


has compiled data for the availability of the sanitation facilities in primary schools and has published 
modules for sensitization of the stakeholders.

5, SCERT: Currently the major activities of State Council of Educational Research and Training (WB) 
are as follows: 


> SSA activities: SCERT has taken up many projects under SSA through which it envisages 
to reach as many schools as possible. This vision will be turned into а reality through the active 
participation of DIETc, CLRCs and CRCs. 


» National Population Education Project (NPEP): SCERT is the State level nodal agency 
for the implementation of this MHRD funded project. The project aims at inculcating values 
and developing different life skills in students so that they become responsible citizens of tomorrow. 


> National Curriculum Framework 2005: SCERT has been entrusted with the task of reviewing 
the syllabi, curricula and contents of text books on different subjects that are being promulgated 
and used in the State in the light of the recommendations made in the NCF'05. 


> SCERT conducted Midterm Achievement Survey at the end of Class V (an NCERT 
project) in 10 districts of the State in three subjects, viz. Language, Mathematics and EVS. 
The raw data have been forwarded to NCERT where they are being processed. 


> Implementation of Centrally Sponsored Scheme of Teacher Education (CSSTE): In 
2005-06, the Perspective Plan of Teacher Education prepared at SCERT (WB) for the Tenth 
Five Year Plan was sanctioned by MHRD. The funds have been received for DIETc, CTEs, 
IASE and SCERT. SCERT has proposed to set up a Computer Cell and an English Language 
Cell with the funds sanctioned under CSSTE. š 


> Launching of teleconferencing facility and PORTAL: The teleconferencing facility under 
EDUSAT project at SCERT is now operationalised. Some teleconferencing programmes have 
been organized by the NCERT. 


> On 11th July 2006 the official website of SCERT, www.scertwestbengal.org was launched. 


6. West Bengal Board of Secondary Education (WBBSE): 


The West Bengal Board of Secondary Education deals with secondary education (V to X) in 
West bengal. and in the process the-Board has introduced Rules and regulations regarding conduct and 
discipline in respect of secondary school teachers and non-teaching staff of recognized Institutions 
under the Board. One of the major achievements of the Board is the publication of 36 titles of T 
Books in different subjects and languages for secondary education including the publication of the T. 
Book on *Environmental Education" in Class VI which is introduced in New Syllabus. In addition to 
that the Board has started publication of T. Books in Nepali language for Hill Areas for all the classes.

For the best interest of the students, Subject wie 
sample questions on revised syllabus have been published and distributed to the schools by the Council 


The Council has decided to award the grade and classification thereof to the candidates on the basis 
of marks secured by them from the H.S. Examination 2007 and onwards. 


Environmental Education has been included as a compulsory subject in the H.S. Syllabus fromthe 
academic session 2005-06. 


8. West Bengal School Service Commission: 


Since inception ofthe WBSSC w.e.f. 01.1 1.1997, the Commission has selected and recommended 
64,496 candidates for the post of Assistant Teachers and 5,901 candidates for the post of Headmaster/ 
Headmistress etc. in favour of Secondary and H.S. schools. The Commission has taken the written 
examination on 10.12.2006 for filling up of 17,902 vacant posts of Assistant Teachers and has initiated 
the process of selection of Headmaster/Headmistress for 915 vacant posts and the same is expected 
to be completed by 30.04.2007. 


9. West Bengal Council for Rabindra Open Schooling: 


WBCROS (erstwhile RMV) imparts open learning through study centers located mostly in 
Government aided Primary, Upper Primary, Secondary, Higher Secondary schools and materials 
throughout the State with the help of self study materials and personal contact programmes among 
secondary and H.S. level students. It has taken up Upper Primary Programme for out of school children 
in the age group of 9+ to 13+ in collaboration with the PBSSM. 


Total number of study centers for the Upper Primary, Madhyamik and Uchcha Madhyamik courses 
is 1,020, 213 and 80 respectively. In addition to that 44 MSKs have been granted recognition asthe 


study centers for Madhyamik courses exclusively for the students of the rural area populated by the 
deprived section of the people. 


Another important aspect is that Chemistry, Physics, Mathematics and Biology have been introduced 
in Higher Secondary Stage from the session 2005-06.

About 1,65,719 children with special needs have been assessed through several assessment and screening 


in Primary and Upper Primary Schools through out West Bengal.

3. Growth of Enrolment 


School Education 


Statement-3.1 presents the growth of sexwise school enrolment in different stages of school education 
from 1950-51 to 2004-05. The total enrolment at the Primary stage has increased 7 times, from 19.2 million 
in 1950-51 to 130.8 million in 2004-05. In case of Upper Primary stage, it increased 17 times, from 3.1 
million in 1950-51 to 51.2 million in 2004-05. The increase in enrolment at Secondary/Senior Secondary 
accounted 25 times, from 1.5 million in 1950-51 to 37.1 million in 2004-05. The girls’ enrolment inereased 
by 11, 45 and 77 times respectively during the same period in the above institutions. Statewise/ sexwise 
details of enrolment by stages and classes for the year 2004-05 are given in Table-5.

Girls Enrolment 


The participation of girls atall stages of education has been increasing steadily through the years as may 
be seen from Statement-3.2. 


Since 1950-51 girl's participation has increased many folds in Primary, Middle, Sec./Sr. Sec stages 
and Hr. Education levels from 28.1% to 46.7%, from16.1% to 44.4%, from 13.396 to 41.596 and from 
10.0% to 38.9% respectively. However, the girl's participation is still below fifty per cent at all stages of 
education. =

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А BRIEF OVERVIEW OF7TH ALLINDIA SCHOOLEDUCATION SURVEY 


The contribution of the Surveys at micro as well asat macro-level planning of school education is well- 
recognised. Over a period of time, Educational Surveys have acquired important status and аге a major source 
of educational statistics for different organisations at national as well as at international levels. The present All 
India School Education Survey, seventh in the series of All India Educational Surveys (AIESs), was conducted 
with reference date as September 30, 2002. The data from States/ Union Territories were collected with the active 
participation of States. The survey covered 10.31 lakh schools functioning in 5.87 lakh villages and around 5.3 
thousand towns/ urban areas. Italso provided information about 55.3 lakh teachers imparting education to more 
than 20 crore pupils in the country. The survey is comprehensive in its scope as it covers all aspects of school 
education in all States/UTs. It provides certain basic inputs such as identification of school-less habitations, their 
population and distance at which schooling facility is available in addition to number of other important educational 
statistics required for planning and management of school education. The present survey also covers some new 
features of the emerging areas of concern whose details are given in the subsequent section, The entire national 
data of the survey has been presented in nine reports mentioned in earlier part of this report. 


Objectives of the 7th Survey

The first objective is achieved through re-collection of data on some of the items included in the first phase of 
the survey from a sample of schools. To achieve the second objective data have been collected on certain additional 
items such as repeaters, new entrants, enrolment and attendance of students on the day of visit to school by 


enumerator. 


Web technology using the NICNET facility was employed for monitoring the progress of different 5 
activities up to the district-level. For this purpose, the NIC developed a website (http:ednsurncert nic.in). The | 
District Informatics Officer regularly updated the website on the basis of progress reports submitted by the District 
Survey Officer. The NCERT, the NIC and each State/UT utilised this facility to monitor the progress of activities, 


and to take appropriate measures.

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Every State Govemmentand Union Тетіюгу Administration constituted a State level Monitoring and Review 
Committee headed by the Education Secretary for providing administrative and operational support to the State 
Survey Unit. In order to have close coordination between state and national teams, the NCERT and the NIC 
were also represented on these Committees. The State Survey Officer was the Member Convener for the same. 


The present survey is different from the previous six surveys with regard to survey methodology , also. For the 
first time, in this survey a post enumeration survey has been undertaken to establish the quality of survey data, 
Besides this, certain additional information regarding single agewise enrolment, new entrants, promotees, repeaters 
and attendance on the day of visit of the enumerator have been collected up to ementary stage. 


Like the 6th Survey, the computerisation work was undertaken by the NIC which accrued the following 
benefits. 


1. The database ofbenchmark data has been created which will help in the storage and retrieval of voluminous 
data on different variables related to each and every primary unit, namely, the village, the town/city and the school. 
The agencies at the state and national level would be able to share these large database through the national 
communication network system. 


2. Like the previous AIESs, blockwise up-to-date complete list of schools with postal addresses were 
prepared in advance for canvassing the school questionnaires and monitoring the progress. This time it has been 
stored on computer ог use. Needless to mention, this database would help in establishing a Management Information 
System (MIS) at the national, state and district levels. This MIS would help in developing the Directories of 
schools at the national /state/district/block level for ready use and reference. 


3. This approach of MIS would also provide a platform to develop different kinds of up-to-date sampling 
frames in order to draw rigorous samples for conducting sample surveys. In this way, the data of sample 
surveys would provide supplementary, demonstrable and а firm basis for drawing valid conclusions which would, 
in turn, help in taking the right decisions. Gradually, the 7th AISES would evolve into a more comprehensive 
validation exercise of generation of time-series indices on sound and scientific lines. 


4. This new feature called for well-laidout design of the survey, training and its execution strategy at 
every stage of the survey. The details for training of the survey personnel, data collection, manual scrutiny of data, 
handling of forms, etc. were contained in the manual ‘Guidelines for Survey Officers’. For analysis plan and 
scrutiny of tables, separate manuals were prepared. The training programme for data collection methodology, data 
preparation, coding, data transcription, etc. were organised at the state level for the staff of the State Survey unit 
and for the District Survey Officers. “Тһе State/District Survey Officers in turn conducted a two-day training 
programme for the block level officers. 


In addition to manual scrutiny of data and its validation for data transcription, special efforts were 
made to identify and correct the inconsistency within and between tables. The data in the tabulations Were 
validated from the results of the Sixth. AIES and also from other sources like census. The national level team 
made frequent visits to the States for supervisions ofthese operations and for providing guidance to the State 
Survey Officers and State NIC Officers. 
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In earlier AIESs, the data were aggregated at the block, district, state and nationallevels. These aggregated 
data were available for the use at the respective state headquarters. States and UTs used to prepare analytical 
reports in the print form containing district level aggregated data. At the national level, the NCERT used to 
print the national report giving statewise information on most of the data items along with other classificatory 
variables, like, rural and urban areas, school management, gender, etc. from the third survey onward, the 
NCERT has started publishing Provisional Statistics on important aspects much before the release of final 
data. 


In the 7th AISES, a detachable sheet (Information for Flash Statistics ) was developed and attached 
with VIF/UIF, SIF-1, SIF-2 and CIF to release statistics in advance. The data from this sheet were entered, 
validated and compiled to produce the “Provisional Statistics”. The statewise results were published in the 
Provisional Statistics report in June, 2005. The same were also made available on magnetic media in the 
form of CD 4 


Also for wider dissemination, the database of survey оп different parameters was hosted ona website 
www. 7th survey. ncert. nic.in giving educational statistics at the national, state and district levels. 


The final tabulation plan for VIF, UIF, SIF-1, SIF-2 and CIF tools provided information at the block, 
district, state and national levels. The tabulation plan for SSIF tools provides information at state and national 
levels. The national and state level tables based on data collected in census mode will be available in print 
form as ‘National Tables’ and “State Tables’. Also, the databases and tables, both at national level and state 
level, will be available on magnetic media with NCERT and NIC. These databases and tables would 
also be hosted on the website www. 7th survey. ncert. пісіп for its wider and global dissemination. The 
website also contains information on certain aspects, generally needed for planning at district level. Hence, thirty 
district level tables for each district in a State are available on website serially numbered and ‘D’ is prefixed 


to SI. Number, which stands for ‘District’. 


It is pertinent to mention here that for the facilitation of the reader the identification number of each 
national table contained in this report has been changed and serialised as Table 1, Table 2 and so on, 
whereas, on the website the computerised output of the tables have the identification number used in all 


through the computerisation process. The title ofthe tables are exactly the same at both places. Therefore, 


for the help ofthe user of! this report, the correspondence between the table numbers given in this report with that 
given in Annexure 9.

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HIGHLIGHTS ОМ ENROLMENT IN SCHOOLS IN INDIA 
(Аз per report published of 7th all India School Education Survey) 


Тһе main findings on enrolment of children at different stages of school education are summarised bellow. 


Primary Stage 


According to the present Survey, at primary stage total enrolment is 12,29,15,301 which includes 
5,75,52,738 girls and 6,53,62,563 boys. These figures show that 46.82% are girls and 53.18% boys, 
In rural areas, percentage of girls enrolment is 46.73, whereas in urban area, the same is 47.10%. In 
rural area, Delhi has the highest percentage of girls enrolment (50.70%) while it is the lowest 42.04% in 
Bihar. In urban area, Sikkim with 51.98% is on the top and Himachal Pradesh with 44.30% is at the 
bottom. Overall, Meghalaya has maximum girls enrolment (50.48%) and minimum is in Bihar (42.46%), 


In comparison to Sixth Survey, total enrolment has increased by 26.68%. In the Sixth Survey, percentage 
of girls enrolment was 43.16 while in the Seventh Survey this percentage is 46.82, which is showing an 
increase of 3.66%. An increase of 4.77% in girls enrolment percentage in rural area is observed in 
Seventh Survey (46.73%) against Sixth Survey (41.96%). 


At primary stage maximum enrolment (46.61%) is in government schools and minimum (9.03%) in 
private aided schools. Local body and private unaided schools have 29.40% and. 14.96% of total 
enrolment respectively. 


In primary schools, total enrolment is 8,09,00,653 out of which 47.38% are girls and 52.62% are 
boys. The percentage of girls enrolment in rural and urban areas are 47.27 and 47.88 respectively. Out 
of total enrolment in primary schools 53.55% are enrolled in government schools, 30.69% in local 
body schools, 5.75% in private aided schools and 10.01% in private unaided schools. Total enrolment 
in primary schools has increased by 24.59% in comparison to Sixth Survey. 


The enrolment of scheduled castes children is 21.07% of total enrolment at primary stage. In rural and 
urban areas, same are 22.42% and 16.87% respectively. In the Sixth Survey, enrolment of scheduled 
castes children was 19.62% of total enrolment. In the total enrolment of scheduled castes children, the 
percentage of girls is 46.69 with 46.53% in rural and 47.35% in urban areas. In comparison to the 
Sixth Survey, enrolment of SC children has gone up by 36.08%. 


The present Survey reveals that the enrolment of scheduled tribes children is 9.37% of total enrolment 
which was 9.08% in the Sixth Survey. The percentage of enrolment of scheduled tribes children in rural 
and urban areas are 11.11 and 3.92 respectively. Out of total enrolment of ST, the percentage of girls 
is 46.12 with percentage 46.02 and 46.96 in rural and urban areas respectively. 


Ir total enrolment, educationally backward minority community (EBMC) has a share of 15.46% with 
14.22% in rural and 19.33% in urban areas. In the total EBC enrolment: over all percentage of girlsis

The Gross Enr olment Ratio (GER) at primary stage was 81.85 in the Sixth Survey, which has gone ир 
to 93.32. For girls GER is 91.31. Manipur has maximum GER (126.64) whereas Punjab has minimum 
GER (68.33). Inrural area, Mizoram has the highest GER (130.96) whereas Nagaland has the lowest 
(62.55).

Secondary Stage 


There are 4,68,45,845 children enrolled at upper primary stage. In this enrolment, 44.00% are girls 
and 56.00% boys. In rural area percentage of enrolled girls (42.63%) is comparatively less than that in 
urban area (46.58%). Meghalaya has the maximum percentage of girls enrolment (51.99%) and Rajasthan 
the minimum (34.66%). 


In comparison to the Sixth Survey, 37.49% growth has been observed in the enrolment with 52.70% 
in case of girls. In rural area, the growth in girls enrolment is 66.5596 whereas in urban area it is 
33.60%. 


Out oftotal enrolment at upper primary stage, 39.25% are studying in government schools, 14. 55% in 
local body schools, 27.87% in private aided schools and 18.33% in private unaided schools. 


Total enrolment in upper primary schools is 5,42,35,014, out of which 2,43,55,807, i.e. 44.91% are 
girls. In comparison to the Sixth Survey, total enrolment in upper primary schools has increased by 
33.08%. In rural area 44.36% are girls whereas in urban area girls’ percentage is 46 33 Out of total 
enrolment in upper primary schools 42.32% is in government schools, 28.08% in local body schools, 
10.74% in private aided schools and 18.86% in private unaided schools. 


Scheduled castes have 18% share of total enrolment at upper primary stage which was 15.56% in the 
Sixth Survey. In rural area this share is 19.42% whereas in the urban area it is 15.34%. In the total 
enrolment of scheduled castes, 42.76% are girls. The percentage of SC girls in rural area is41.31 and 
in the urban area it is 46.22. Enrolment of SC children has gone up by 59.07% as compared to the

percentage is 35.40% whereas in urban area it is 40.77%. Enrolment of SC children has gone up by 
58.43% in comparison to the Sixth Survey. 
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The enrolment of scheduled tribes children is 4.56% with further distribution of 6.24% and 3.46% in 
rural and urban areas respectively. In the Sixth Survey, enrolment of scheduled tribes children was 
4.75% of total enrolment. Among ST students, 35.57% are girls and 64.43% are boys. In rural and 
urban areas the percentages of ST girls are 32.49 and 39.21 respectively. As compared to the Sixth 
Survey, enrolment of ST children has increased by 44.48%. 


Educationally backward minority community has 10.18% enrolment with further bifurcation of 9.51% 
in rural area and 10.61% in urban area. Overall percentage of girls in EBMC is 41.21 with distribution 
in rural and urban areas as 36.86% and 43.77%, respectively. 


The total enrolment in higher secondary schools is 3,60,76,834. The number of students enrolled in 
rural area is 1,58,01,004 which is 43.8096 of total enrolment. The enrolment of girls in urban area is 
44.73% whereas in the rural area it is 38.42%. 

There аге 16, 30,865 children enrolled in Classes ХІ and KIT attached to the degree colleges out of 
which 24.34% are in the rural area and 75.66% in the urban area. 
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ТО СЕТ А GLIMPSE ОЕ 
NATIONAL CURRICULUM FRAMEWORK 


The Executive Committee of NCERT had taken the decision, at its meeting held on 14 and 19 July 
2004, to revise the National Curriculum Framework, following the statement made by the Hon’ble Minister 
of Human Resource Development in the Lok Sabha that the Council should take up such a revision 
Subsequently, the Education Secretary, Ministry of HRD communicated to the Director of NCERT the 
need to review the National Curriculum Framework for School Education (NCFSE-2000) in the light of 
the report, Learning Without Burden (1993). In the context of these decisions, a National Steering 
Committee, Chaired by Prof. Wash Pal, and 21 National Focus Groups were set up Membership of 
these committees included representatives of institutions of advanced learning, NCERT's own faculty, 
school teachers and non-governmental organisations. Consultations were held in all parts ofthe country, 
in addition to five major regional seminars held at the NCERT's Regional Institute of Education in Mysore, 
Ajmer, Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Shillong. Consultations with State Secretaries, SCERTs and 
examination boards were carried out. A national conference of rural teachers was organised to seek their 
advice. Advertisements were issued in national and regional newspapers inviting public opinion, and a 
large number of responses were received. 


The revised National Curriculum Framework (NCF) opens with a quotation from Rabindranath 
Tagore’s essay, Civilisation and Progress, in which the poet reminds us that a ‘creative spirit’ and 
‘generous joy’ are key in childhood, both of which can be distorted by an unthinking adult world The 
opening chapter discusses curricular reform efforts made since Independence. The National Policy on 
Education (NPE, 1986) proposed the National Curriculum Framework as a means of evolving a national 
system of education, recommending a core component derived from the vision of national development 
enshrined in the Constitution. The Programme of Action (POA, 1992) elaborated this focus by 
emphasising relevance, flexibility and quality. 

Seeking guidance from the Constitutional vision of India as a secular, egalitarian and pluralistic society, 
founded on the values of social justice and equality, certain broad aims of education have been identified 
in this document. These include independence of thought and action, sensitivity to others’ well-being 
and feelings, Learning to respond to new situations ina flexible and creative manner, predisposition 
towards participation in democratic processes, and the ability to work towards and contribute to 
economic processes and social change. For teaching to serve as a means of strengthening our democratic 
way of life, it must respond to the presence of first generation school-goers, whose retention is imperative 


owing to the Constitutional amendment that has made elementary education a fundamental right of

policy ofthe country. 
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All our pedagogic efforts during the primary classes ргеайу depend on professional planning and 
the significant ехрапзїоп of Early Childhood Care and Education (ЕССЕ). Indeed, the revision of 
primary school syllabi and text books needs to be undertaken in the light of the well known principles 
of ECCE. The nature of knowledge and children's own strategies of learning are discussed in Chapter 2, 
which formulates a theoretical basis for the recommendations made in Chapter 3 in the different curricular 
areas. The fact that knowledge is constructed by the child implies that curricula, syllabi and text books 
should enable the teacher in organising classroom experience in consonance with the child's nature and 
environment, and thus providing opportunities for all children. Teaching should aim at enhancing children's 
natural desire and strategies to learn. Knowledge needs to be distinguished from information, and teaching 
needs to be seen as a professional activity, not as coaching for memorisation or as transmission of facts. 
Activity is the heart ofthe child's attempt to make sense ofthe world around him/her. Therefore, every 
resource must be deployed to enable children to express themselves, handle objects, explore their natural and 
social milieu, and to grow up healthy. If children's classroom experiences are to be organised in a manner 
that permits them ro construct knowledge, then our school system requires substantial systemic reforms 
(Chapter-5) and reconceptualisation of curricular areas or school subjects (Chapter 3) and resources to 
improve the quality ofthe school ethos (Chapter 4). 


In all the four familiar areas of the school curriculum, i.e. language, mathematics, science and social 
sciences, significant changes are recommended with a view to making education more relevant to the present day 
and future needs, and in order to alleviate the stress with which children are coping today. This NCF 
recommends the softening subject boundaries so that children can get a taste of integrated knowledge 
and the joy of understanding. In addition, plurality of text books and other material, which could incorporate 
local knowledge and traditional skills, and a stimulating school environment the responds to the child's 
home and community environment, are also suggested. In language, a renewed attempt to implement the 
three-language formula is suggested, along with an emphasis on the recognition of children's mother tongues, 
including tribal languages, as the best medium of education. The multilingual character of Indian society 
should be seen as a resource to promote multilingual proficiency in every child, which includes proficiency in 
English. This is possible only if learning builds on a sound language pedagogy in the tongue. Reading and 
writing, listening and speech, contribute to the child's progress in all curricular areas and must be the basis for 
curriculum planning. Emphasis on reading throughout the primary classes is necessary to give every child a solid 
foundation for school learning. 


Theteaching of mathematics should enhance the child's resources, to think and reason, to visualise and 
handle abstractions, to formulate and solve problems. This broad spectrum of aims can be covered by 
teaching relevant and important mathematics embedded in the child's experience. Succeeding in mathematics 
should be seen as the right of every child. For this, widening its scope and relating it to other subjects is 
essential. The infrastructural challenge involved in making available computer hardware, and software and 
connectivity to every school should be pursued. 


The teaching of science should be recast so that it enables children to examine and analyse everyday 
experience. Concerns and issues pertaining to the environment should be emphasised in every subject and 
through a wide range of activities involving outdoor project work. Some of the information and understanding 
flowing from such projects could contribute to the elaboration ofa publicly accessible, transparent database 
on India’s environment, which would in turn become a most valuable educational resource. If well planned, 
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many of ces Student projects could lead to knowledge generation. A social movement along the line of 
Children s Science Congress should be visualised in order to promote discovery learning across the nation, 
and eventually throughout South Asia. 


In the social sciences, the approach proposed in the NCF recognises disciplinary markers while 
emphasising integration of significant themes, such as water. A paradigm shift is recommended, proposting 
the study ofthe social sciences from the perspective of marginalised groups. Gender justice and a sensitivity 
towards issues related to SC and ST communities and minority sensibilities must inform all sectors of the 
social sciences. Civics should be recast as political science, and the significance of history as a shaping 
influence on the child's conception ofthe past and civic identity should be recognised. 


This NCF draws attention to four other curricular areas : work, the arts and heritage crafts, health and 
physical education, and peace. In the context of work, certain radical steps to link learning with work 
from the primary stage upwards are suggested on the ground that work transforms knowledge into 
experience and generates important personal and social values, such as self-reliance, creativity and 
cooperation. It also inspires new forms of knowledge and creativity. At the senior level, a strategy to 
formally recognise out-of-school resources for work is recommended to berefit children who opt for 
livelihood-related education. Such out-of-school agencies need accreditation so that the can provide 
‘workbenches’ where children can work with tools and other resources. Craft mapping is recommended to 
identify zones where vocational training in craft forms involving local craftpersons can be made available 
to children. 


Art аз а subject at all stages is recommended, covering all four major spheres, i.e. music, dance, 


' visual arts and theatre. The emphasis should be on interactive approaches, not instruction, because the 


goal of art education is to promote aesthetic and personal awareness and the ability to express oneself 
in different forms. The importance of India’s heritage crafts, both in terms of their economic and aesthetic 
values, should be recognised as being relevant to school education. 


The child’s success at school depends on nutrition and well-planned physical activity-programmes, 
hence resources and school time must be deployed for the strengthening of the mid-day meal programme. 
Special efforts are needed to ensure that girls receive as much attention in health and physical education 
programmes as boys from the pre-school stage upwards. 

Peace as a precondition for national development and as a social ‘temper is proposed as a 
comprehensive value framework that has immense relevance today in view of the growing tendency across 
the world towards intolerance and violence as a way of resolving conflicts. The potential of peace 
education for socialising children into a democratic and just culture can be actualised through appropriate 
activities and a judicious choice of topic in all subjects and at all stages. Peace education as an area of study is 
recommended for inclusion in the curriculum for teacher education. 


The school ethos is discussed as a dimension ofthe curriculum as it predisposes the child towards the 
aims of education and strategies of learning necessary for success at school. Аза resource, school time needs 
to be planned in flexible manner. Locally planned and flexible school calendars and time tables which 
permit time slots of different lengths required for different kinds of activities, such as project work and 
outdoor excursions to natural and heritage sites, are recommended. Efforts are required for preparing 
more learning resources for children, especially books and reference materials in regional languages, for 
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school and teacher reference libraries, and for access to interactive rather than disseminative technologies 

The NCF emphasises the importance of multiplicity and fluidity of option at the senior secondary level, 
discouraging the entrenched tendency to place children in fixed streams, and limiting opportunities of 
children, especially from the rural areas. 


In the context of systemic reforms, this document emphasises strengthening Panchayati Raj 
institutions by the adoption of a more stremlined approach to encourage community participation as a 
means of enhancing quality and accountability. A variety of school-based projects pertaining to the environment 
could help create the knowledge base for the Panchayati Raj institutions to better manage and regenerate 
local environmental resources. Academic planning and leadership at the school level is essential for 
improving quality and strategic differentiation of roles is necessary at block and cluster levels. In teacher 
education, radical steps are required to reverse the recent trend towards the dilution of professional norms 
as recommended by the Chattopadhyaya Commission (1984). Pre-service training programmes need to 
be more comprehensive and lengthly, incorporating sufficient opportunities for observation of children 
and integration of pedagogic theory with practice through school internship. 


Examination reforms constitue the most important systemic measure to be taken for curricular 
renewal and to find a remedy for the growing problem of psychological pressure that children and their 
parents feel, especially in Classes X and XII. Specific measures include changing the typology ofthe 
question paper so that reasoning and creative abilities replace memorisation as the basis of evaluation, 
and intergration of examinations with classroom life by encouraging transparency and internal assessment 
The stress on pre-board examinations must be reversed, and strategies enabling children to opt for different 
levels of attainment should be encouraged to over come the present system of generalised classification into 
“pass” and ‘fail’ categories. 

Finally, the document recommends partnerships between the school system and other civil society 
groups, including non-governmental organisations and teacher organisations. The innovative experiences 
already available should be mainstreamed, and awareness ofthe challenges implied in the Universalisation 
of Elementary Education (UEE) should become a subject of wide-ranging cooperation between the 
State and all agencies concerned about children. 
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SCHOOL CLUSTER ORGANISATION : A PROJECT OF EDUCATION (SCOPE) 
Introduction : 


Inthe “Report of The Education Commission”, 1992 headed by Sri Ashoke Mitra, it was noted, “In all 
other areas, to meet the shortage of both duly qualified teachers and infrastructural facilities, the system of 
school clusters may be tried out. Three, four or even a large number of neighboring secondary schools may 
be grouped togetherto forma cluster." Some observation was reiterated in the Report ofthe School Education 
Committee, 2002 headed by Proof. Ranjugopal Mukhopadhyay. It is mentioned in the report (Chapter 
VIII-8B) that: “The idea of forming clusters with several neighbouring schools has been discussed for a 
long time. The Mitra Commission has pointed out some of the benefits of this proposed system. The committee 
is convinced that school clusters, if properly structured and put into action, may be of immense value in 
making up some of the deficiencies of the system and thereby elevating quality of teaching. Such clusters can 
play a positive role in mobilising and sharing resources, co-ordinating academic and extra-academic 
programme, decentralising examination and arranging important events related to social service and activity- 
based learning. 

The committee has observed that this project has not been very successful in any of the States. In State, 
voluntary efforts have been marginally successfull in parts ofa few districts. The committee firmly believes 
that the school cluster arrangement has assumed new level of importance in the present situtation and there 
suggests that its implementation be made mandatory by the authority concerned.” 


The above two reports clearly reveal the necessity of School Cluster as an essential tool for imporvement 
of both Primary and Secondary education. In view of the urgency of the issue the Directorate of School 
Education submitted a proposal to make a Pilot Project on School Cluster. Since a necessary fund 
is sanctioned, the detail of the scheme is being placed below for information and necessary approval. 


Backdrop :

At this backdrop sometimes the policy-makers tend to search better alternative for change. This 
turns the spearhead towards creation of environment towards micro-level performance inside some 
selected class-rooms among the schools in a locality. New pedagogic culture feels a need for creating 
an environment of the children, for the children and by the children. The present proposal hopes that an 
effective school cluster can create a congenial atmosphere where inspectors act as change agents at macro 
level i.e. cluster level and teachers act as agents for change of level i.e., school and class room environment 
and competencies of students along with attitudinal change in the perception of community in the goal of 
enrolment retention and achievement of an individual child. 


SCHOOL CLUSTER ORGANISATION: A PROJECT OF EDUCATION (SCOPE) 


Therefore, School Cluster Organization: a Project of Education (SCOPE) will address the following 
objectives:

The District Team will organize this Survey with the help of teachers in each school 
and prepare a report on the status of learning in the School, strength and weakness of the system 
and scope of work, other factors in terms of enrolment and selection. 


An extensive training will be held along with HM, teachers in one phase and the members of 
M.G/V.E.C. and Panchayat on the other. 


The cluster will develop materials with the help of State/District Committee. 


The cluster will form an Annual lesson plan giving a flexible time frame by utilizing total number 
of instructional days in a year and total hours in a day, They will follow evaluation system issued 
by WBBPE and WBBSE. 


In the operational stage, each school of the cluster will jointly try to solve the basic problems 
and perform duties as prescribed for SCOPE. 


The Cluster committee will regularly visit the school under the leadership of the local Sub- 
Inspector of Schools and the District and prepare a report for onward transmission to Higher 
Authority. 


All the data and reports will be compiled at the District level and the final report will be prepared 
by District after supervision of each school and cluster with the help of a team of Inspectors in 
November 2007 and in March 2008. 


The State committee will visit each cluster in the last part of the year, 2007 and March 2008 
under the leadership of SCERT and prepare a success report. A holistic document will be published 
from the State in April 2008.
